BLACK BURN’S VICTORY.

Yesterday's Returns Are Enough To 
Insure His Re-Election. 

Frankfort, Ky., August 16.—The returns 
received today indicate that Senator Joe 
Blackburn bas enough pledges to secure his 
re-election to the senate, provided the 
usually strong dempcratic ‘districts give 
their former majorities. Many of the men 
pledged to vote for Blackburn are opposed 
to his free silver views. His opponents 
claim that a majority of the democratic 
nominees for the legislature are 
money men.

ed Joe Blackburn senator in the event the 
next legislature is not republican.

There are 138 votes in joint 
caucus. Most of Blackburn's strength is in 
the western part of the state and it is said 
the only thing that can defeat him is a 
republican legislature, or the advent of 
Governor Brown in the race. Several of the 
candidates for nomination in the second 
and third districts are already pledged to 
Blackburn and if they are successful at the 
primaries his lead will be increased. 


GOVERNOR EVANS’S THREAT 
Metropolitan 
Charleston. 
Columbia, S. C., August 16.—In an in- 
terview today, Governor Evans said that 
unless there was immediate change in 
the conduct of the police force in Charles- 
ton, he would have the metropolitan po- 
lice system, authorized by the last legis- 
lature in case of necessity, established 
within sixty days. He was very brief 
in his statement, and concluded it by say- 
ing: ‘‘You may say that this is no bluff.” 
Chief Martin, of Charleston, had an in- 
terview with the governor today. It js 
understood Governor Evans is satisfied 
with the chief's efforts to suppress the 
sale of liquor, but that the men on the 
force are not under his control to the 
extent of reporting “blind tigers.’’

YELLOW FEVER AND SMALLPOX. 


The Former Increasing in Caba—Small 
pox Ameng Negro Colonists. 
Washington, August 16.—Surgeon General 
Wyman, of the marine hospital service, to- 
day received a cablegram from Havana 
announcing the outbreak of yellow fever 
at Santiago Espirito. The disease is prev- 
aient at many places in the island, and 

seems to be increasing, 

General Wyman also had a report today 
from Eagi@ Pass, Tex,, where negro colo- 
nists returning from Mexico are yuaran- 
tined because of an outbreak of smallpox. 
To date 137 cases and thirty-one deaths 
have been reported. Most of the cases were 
mild in form and the percentage of deaths 
is not large, when it is remembered that 
these colonists had suffered great depriva- 
tions and were not physically in a condition 
to withstand the attack of the disease. 
All of the colonists have been vaccinated 
and have the best of food and medical at- 
tention, and it is believed that the disease 
has been checked and that there is no dan- 
ger of the contagion spreading. 


YELLOW FEVER DEATH. 


Burt Hyde Dies on Swinburne Island 
of the Yellow Plague. 
Quarantine, 8S. 1., August 16.—Burt E. 
Hyde who was transferred from Hoffman 
to Swinburne island on Tuésday afternoon 
last, suffering from yellow fever, died 
shortly after 3 o’clock this afternoon. Hyde 
arrived from Havana per the Ward line 
steamer Seneca on the 12th instant and 
was transferred to Hoffman island for 
observation, owing to the fact that he was 
unable to produce a certificate of accli- 
matization from Medical Inspector Burgess 
lat Havana. While ‘at Hoffman island, 
Hyde develaped symptoms of yellow fe- 
ver and was promptly transferred to the 
yellow fever hospital at Swinburne island. 
Hopes were éntertained for his recovery 
until’ yesterdajy ‘when he rapidly ygrew 
worse and passed away shortly after 3 
o'clock this afternoon. Health Officer 
Doty will notify his family, who lives at 
Rockville, Conn., of the sad news of the 

young man’s death.

HIS SALARY HELD UP 


Minister Ransom Is Informed That He 
Cannot Draw His Pay. 


A CONSTITUTIONAL POINT SPRUNG 


While Senator a Bill Was Passed In- 
creasing His Emolument. 


HOLMES CONRAD AS RANSOM’S BOWLER 


This Decision by the Acting Attorney Gen- 
eral Solves the Question of the Diplo- 
mat Overstaying His Leave. 


Washington, August 16.—Hon Matt W. 
Ransom, of North Carolina, is no longer 

inister of the United States to Mexico. 

That office was practically declared va- 
cant today by a decision rendered by Mr. 
Helmes Conrad, solicitor general of the 
United States and acting attorney general. 
Mr. Ransom’s ircumbency was declared to 
be contrary to the federal constitution, 
and the acting attorney general sustained 
the action of Mr. Thomas Holcomb, audi- 
tor of the treasury for the state depart- 
ment, in declining to pass favorably upon 
Mr. Ransom’s vouchers for salary and ex- 
penses. 

The decision of the acting attorney gen- 
eral was based on a question raised by 
Auditor Holcomb as to the legality of Mr. 
Ransom’s appointment to the Mexican mis- 
sion, in view of the existence of section 2, 
article 6, of the constitution, which declares 
that ‘“‘no senator or representative shall, 
during the time for which he was elected, 
be appointed to any civil office under the 
authority of the United States which shall 
have been created or the emoluments 
whereof shall’ have been increased during 
such time.”’ 

This provision apparently fitted the case 
of Mr. Ransom, for he was nominated by 
President Cleveland and confirmed by the 
senate before his term of office as senator 
from North Carolina had expired,‘ and 
during that term the salary of the Mexican 
mission had been increased $5,000 a year. 

Mr. Ransom was elected to the senate in 
1872 and served continuously from April 
2th of that year until February 23, 1896, 
when his nomination to the Mexican mis- 
sion was sent to the senate and immediate- 
ly confirmed by that body, and until the 4th 
of March, wken his term expired and his 
commission as minister to Mexico was 
signed by the president. He was a mem- 
ber of the senate when the diplomatic and 
eonsular appropriation bill was passed, 
which contained a provision raising the 
post of minister to Mexico from a mission 
of the second class to a mission of the first 
class, and increasing the salary of the 
office from $12,500 to $17,500 a year. It is 
due to Mr. Ransom’s occupancy of a seat 
in the senate chamber at that time that he 
is today without an office and that he is 
technically a debtor to the government 
for the amount of salary he has drawn 
since assuming his diplomatic post. Whether 
or not he voted in favor of the increase 
is of no consequence; the fact that he was 
a member of the senate when it passed 
the diplomatic and consular bill, as stated, 
operated against him holding in a legal 
manner any federal civil office, ‘“‘which 
shall have been created, or the emoluments 
whereof shall have been increased” -during 
the time for which he was elected senator. 

Not a New Point at All. 

Soon after Mr. Ransom’s appointment to 
the Mexican mission, there was considerable 
discussion in the newspapers and among 
pubiic men as to whether his incumbency uf 
the office was legal. The matter was con- 
sidered informally by the president and 
members of the cabinet, but as nu formal 
question on the subject was raised bv any 
officer of the goverrment, tha status of Mr. 
Ransom was not impaiied, So far as can 
be ascertained, Mr. Ransom continued to 
draw his salary of $17,500 a year, but it was 
only recently that Auditor Holcomb, wnen 
he came to pass upon the accourts of the 
minister, found himself unable t? tecid: 
whether he could approve the payment of 
Mr. Ransorn’s saiary, in view of the fact 
that he had been a member of the senate 
when it was increased. The matter was 
accordingly submitted to the attorney gen- 
eral for an opinion, 

The decision rendered today by the <cting 
attorney general also disposes of another 
matter in which Mr. Ransom was yecu- 
niarily interested. Nearly three months go 
he returned to the United States quite ill, 
having obtained sixty days’ leave «f ab- 
sence. He spent most of the time recuper- 
ating in the North Carolina mountains, and 
then obtained an additional leave of tiuirty 
days. Under the regulations of the 4iplo- 
matic service Mr. Ransom was entitled to 
sixty days’ annual leave, and to thirty days’ 
sick leave additional, a total of ninety days. 
There is no provision for a. further ¢xten- 
sion for any reason and uiplomatic and cun- 
sular officers who have exceeded this quota 
have not received pay for the period they 
remained away from their posts. Mr. Ran- 
som’s ninety days are nearly up, and last 
week he came to Washington to uscértain 
if his continued ill health would secure tor 
him a further extension with pay. That 
question was not disposed of, and ihere is 
now no necessity for an opinion on it in Mr. 
Ransom’s case, at least, as the acting attor- 
ney general's decision disposes of every- 
thing relating to his emoluments. 

Spent the Summer at Home, 

Mr. Ransom erucceeded Hon, Isaac P. 
Gray, ex-governor of Indiana, who had died 
a short time before. After a visit to North 
Carolina, returning to Washington to re- 
ceive instructions, Mr. Ransom left here for 
the City of Mexico on March 30th. He 6ér- 
rived at his destination quite ‘ll. The high 
altitude of the Mextcan capital had affected 
his heart and accentuated a trouble from 
which he had been suffering for many years. 
Mr. Ransom was ill most of the time he 
was in Mexico and he was advised by his 
physician to return to the United States tor 
treatment and recuperation. Following this 
counsel he came to North Carolina in May 
er.d has been at a health resort in that state 
and at his heme in Weldon most of the 
time since. He is now at Weldon, While in 
Washington last week the minister paid rev- 
cial visits to the state department wih ref- 
erence to the question raised by Auw-litor 
Hclcomb. Just before returning to North 
Carolina he said his health had improved 
sulficier.tly to permit him to go back to the 
City of Mexico. 

The constitutional provision through 
which Mr. Ransom has been deprived of of- 
fice dces not bar him from being reappvuint- 
ed to the Mexican mission. He could have 
been appointed without violation of the law 
or constitution at any time after the hour

BURKETT SAID TOO MUCH 


And Kinser Punched His Face Into a 
Pulpy Mass. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 16.—An ex- 
remely sensational episode barely escaping 
the magnitude of a tragedy was witnessed 
today in the circuit courtroom at Athens, 
Tenn., during a will contest case in which 
much bitterness has deen manifested. 
Colonel-T. M. Burkett and W. L. Kinser, 
opposing counsel, engaged in a knock-out 
fight in open court and as a result Colonel 
Burkett Will be disfigured for life. 

The case under contest dates back to 
April last, when M. D. Cone died and be- 
queathed his entire property, valued at 
$30,000, to Seesta Ware, a niece, who had, 
it is alleged, before his death, been a cook 
in his family. Mrs. Jane Cone, his wife, 
was disinherited, but at once began suit 
to set aside the will, and it was during the 
progress of this case? today that Colonel 
Burkett, attorney for Mrs. Cone, in his 
address to tHe court violently arra‘gned 
the character of the defendant. Since. 
coming into possession of the property left 
her Miss Ware has married W. L. Kinser, 
who is engaged as attorney in defending 
her. At the close of a terrible chastisement 
of the defendant ‘Burkett hissed: ‘‘Why, 
she is nothing but a concubine.”” Mrs. 
Kinser’s husband, the attorney, advanced 
on his wife’s accuser, white with rage, 
and savagely assaulted him. Colonel 
Burkett’s face was beaten into a pulpy, 
bloody mass and he was carried helpless 
out of the courtroom. Both attorneys will 
be tried before Judge Parks for contempt 
of court. The affair created great excite- 
ment. 


JUDGE MURPHY IS WEARY

San Francisco, Cal., August 16.—Durant 
appeared to be a little nervous before 
court opened this morning but he was him- 
self again after the arrival of his attor- 
neys, with whom he held a short consulta- 
tion..

An Important Witness,

Killed Blackhawk in Self-Defense. 
They Fought About a Woman. 

Black River Falls, Wis., August 16.—Jim 
Swallow, the slayer of George Blackhawk, 
son of the aged Blackhawk, and last male 
member of the long list of illustrious In- 
dian chiefs, was discharged by Judge Bar- 
clay this evening on the grounds of self- 
defense. 

The origin of the trouble between the 
Blackhawk and Swallow families was a 
beautiful Indian maiden named Eagle Wo- 
man. The feud will likely wipe the two 
families out of existence. Blackhawk and 
Swallow settled their difficulties on the 
evening of May 15th, on the outskirts of 
this city, in true Indian fashion with hunt- 
ing Knives. Blackhawk died a few days 
after the encounter, while Swallow es- 
caped unharmed. Old Chief Blackhawk 
declares that the slayer of his son. and 
legitimate successor shall forfeit his life 
according to the Indian code.

THE CITY OF MACON SINKS A SCHOONER 


But It Was. Not the Fault of tho 
Steamship. 


SAILORS DESERT THEIR SINKING CRAFT 


Within Five Minutes Aiter They Leave 
the Tbhree- Master She Goes 
To the Boitom. 


,Philadelphia, August 16.—(Special.)—The 
steamship City of Macon while coming up 
the Delaware river to her dock in this 
city, ran into and surk a three masted 
schooner this afternoon. Colonel A. J. 
West, of Atlanta, one of the directors of 
the Cotton States exposition, was a pas- 
séuger un the,City of Macon, and was on 
his way from Boston, where he hus been 
visiting his family, who are spending the 
summer near there. He was on deck as 
the steamer came up the river and saw 
the entire affair. His story of the colli- 
sion is as follows: 

“We put into this port for some freight 
and.were coming under fair speed up the 
Deluware. When about half a mile below 
the city, I noticed a big three-masted 
echooner that had just been released by a 
tug coming down. We kept on our course 
and as we neared the sailing vessel, she 
changed her course and steered directly 
across the river. It was too late for 
Captain Lewis, our commander, to stop 
the steamer, but seeing that a collision 
was inevitable, he signaled to reverse the 
engines. Hardly had he done so before 
the schooner struck us forward and ture 
a@way part of our bow. The next instant 
the greatest confusion prevailed. 

“Captain Lewis, realizing the seriousness 
summoned his crew and 
in the coolest manner gave orders to in- 
vestigate the ship’s condition. He as-

The amend- 
ment made by Mr. John Dillon to the 
amendment proposed by Mr. William Red- 
mond was rejected by a vote of 257 to 123. 
Mr. Redmond’s amendment called upon the 
government to declare their policy in re- 
gard to home rule for Ireland and also in 
regard to the reform of the land law, the 
compulsory purcnase of land, the evicted 
tenants and the industrial condition of Ire- 
land.

VENEZUELA WILL NOT KNUCKLE 


Te Great Britain—That Is What Dr. 
Lucio Pulido Says. 


New York, August 16.—Among those who 
arrived here today on the steamer Philadel- 
phia, from Puerto Cabello, Nicaragua, and 
La Guayara, was Dr. Lucio Pulido, secre- 
tary of state for Venezuela. Dr. Pulido 
denies absolutely that there is any founda- 
tion for the recent reports to the effect that 
Venezuela is on the ‘brink of a revolution. 

“Our country,” he said, ‘was never 
quieter than it is at the present time. The 
crops are this year in better condition than 
they have been for a decade. Our people 
are comparatively in the midst of pros- 
perity and know nothing absolutely of the 
uprising about which we read from time 
to time in the New York papers. 

“TIT would add,” said Dr. ‘Pulido, “that 
all liberal minded people in Venezuela are 
perfectly satisfied with the administration 
of General Crespo.” 

He verified the statement that the Vene- 
zuelan government had recently made con- 
cessions to an American syndicate and 
hoped and expected that the United States 
would assist and protect them. He also 
said there was no truth in the statement 
that a Venezuelan gunboat had fired upon 
a British boat a few days ago. Continuing 
Dr. Pulido said: 
| “Dr. Rajoes Paullis, I believe, started a 
revolutionary movement in Curacoa against 
the Venezuelan government, but he is hav- 
ing poor success in getting recruits; has 
made no attempt as yet to cross the line, 
and in all probability will never do so.” 

General Pulido said that the Venezuelan 
government would never give up an inch 
of the territory claimed by British Guiana. 
lt consists of valuable gold mining prop- 
erty, of which large concessions have been 
made to Americans. Dr. Pulido comes here 
for his health. He has been ailing for a 
long time. In a few days he will go to 
Saratoga. _ 


BATTLE IN ECUADOR 


In Which the Patriots Gained a Great 
Victory. 

New York, August i6.—A special cable 
dispatch to The Times from Panama says 
that Guayaquil, Ecuador, reports a superb 
victory gained Wednesday by the pat@iots 
at Gatzio. The enemy’s main army made 
a violent attack on the forces of General 
Vernaza, with the view to prevent his 
uniting with Genera’ Alfero. The latter 
being well informed of General Sarasti’s 
Cntention pushed forward the divisions 
commanded by Fiallo and Medardo Al- 
fero. who made their quick charge so suc- 
cessful that after several hours of close 
battle the enemy was routed. Quito’s govy- 
ernment lost among 100 prisoners Lizarza- 
bura, a former minister in D. Luis’s cabi- 
net. He was an emissary of Quito, at- 
tached to Sarasti’s army in order to 
counteract the latter’s ambitious schemes. 
His capture is, consequently. regarded as 
greatly important. General Sarasti is stiil 
in possession of Rio Bamba with about 400 
fugitive veterans, but he is regarded as 
almost completely checkmated. Gatazo is 
at two hours’ distance from Rio Bamba 
and three from Guyamote.

HE DOES NOT LIKE THEIR SOCIETY 


A Mob Breaks in His House and 
Nearly Kilis Him. 


CARROLL MUST MIX WITH THEM MORE 


They Do Not Tolerate Exclusiveness in 
Their Settleoment—No Favoritism on 
Account of One’s Color. 


Charleston, S. C., August 16.—(Special.)— 
The news from Barnwell county of the 
doings of the whitecappers is interesting in 
view of the fact that arrangements are 
pending for the emigration ef quite a 
number of settlers from Pullman, lUl., te 
that county. 

The news befere published of the white-. 
ca)ping of Cyrus Davis, colored, on last 
Thirsday night and of George Carrvil on 
Monday night, gave but a meager intima- 
ticn of the real facts connected with these 
gicss violations of the law. The treat- 
ment of Davis was inhuman. He was not 
only badly whipped and beaten, but lighted 
matches were applied to his wounds, and 
he was left lying in the woods ail night, 
where he was found the next morning and 
carried home. He is still under treatment. 

It is said that he was told that this se- 
vere punishment was inflicted upon him 
because he swore falsely in a certain case 
in the court of sessions, in which he was 
@ witness on the paat of the state. 

Monday night’s outrage was the second 
time that the mob wvisited its displeasure 
upon George Carroll. Monday night, how- 
ever, they broke into his house, where he 
and his wife and children were asleep, 
smashing doors and windows and breaking 
up Carroll's guns. They took him off from 
his home and beat and abused him out- 
rageously, while some of them remained 
and kept his wife and children: from fol- 
lowing, and even struck his wife and little 
boy and choked his fourteen-year-old 
daughter heacause they undertook té6 aid 
the father and husband. Carroll is severely 
if not seriously injured. 

This outrage business has been going on 
for more than a year and in‘about this 
same section, and presumably by the same 
leaders. 

They make no distinction on account of 
race or color. Davis is a negro and Carroll 
and his family are white, and in their 
previous visitations they have  oftener 


selected white victims than colored. There.

Parties Who Knew the Notorious Despes 
rado Failto Recognises the Dead 
Man—His Identity a Mystery. 


Chipley, Ga., August 16.—(Speciai.)—Mar. 
Shall O. D. Hardy and John F. Garner left 
here today about 12 o’clock with the body of 
the negro who was shot by Willis Garner 
yesterday, for Montgomery, Ala., believing 
that they have “Railroad Bill,” who is 
wanted for several murders and for whom 
@ reward of $1,250 is offered. It is hoped by 
their friends that they have the right man. 
The negro died last night. 

The Body in Montgomery. 

Montgomery, Ala, August ,16.—Tonight 
the body of a negro who possibly may be 
Morris Slater, alias ‘‘Railroad Bill,” the 
notorious desperado, murderer and train 
robber of South Alabama, arrived here from 
Chipley, Ga. 

Yesterday the negro was killed near that 
Place by young Willis Garner, one of the 
sheriff's posse, who came upon him in a 
deserted house. The negro opened fire 
upon Garner with a pistol, shooting him 
in the abdomen, and after falling to the 
ground, dangerously wounded, the young 
man returned the fire, one of the bullets 
penetrating the negro’s chest, coming out 
at the back of his neck. “Railroad Bill,” if 
it is he, lived about six hours and when 

,asked by the sheriff: “Are you Railroad 
Bill?” he replied, “I may be and I may 
not.” This is all the satisfaction that could 
be obtained from the dying man. 

It is said that the clothes he wore an- 
ewered the description of Bill’s latest re- 
ported attire, while in his pockets were 
several circulars announcing the reward 
of $1,250 which is set upon the head of 
the desperado. Six dollars and a ticket 
to Pensacola, Fla., were also found among 
his effects. 

Arriving here the body was scrutinized 
by employes of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad\who know him (Rallroad Bill) 
and they are in doubt as to the dead negro 
being he, although the height, color and 
Size of the man and a scar under the left 
eye, tally with Railroad Bill’s description. 
Mortification has set in and the features 
of the corpse are puffed out of shape.

Raleigh, N. C., August 16,—(Special.)—The 
knitting mill at Valdese, the Waldensian 
settlement in Burke county, has been pur- 
chased and will be removed to Newton, 
where the plant will be enlarged.

SENATOR BUTLER’S ADDRESS 


Calling for the Formation of Honest 
Money Clubs. 


Raleigh, N. C., August 16.—Senator Marion 
Butler, member of the national committee 
of the Memphis silver convention, will to- 
morrow issue an address to the voters of 
North Carolina, saying that, whereas the 
Memphis convention, composed of represen- 
tative men of all parties who oppose the 
scheme of the single gold standard men, 
passed a resolution that a committee be 
appointed to correspond with representa- 
tives and advocates of bimetallism and 
bimetallic societies in different sections of 
the union, and devise measures to advance 
the cause of bimetallism throughout the 
United States, therefore, the committee 
passed resolutions instructing the members 
from each state to at once organize “honest 
money clubs.’’ Senator Butler says: 

“I now call for the organization of honest 
money clubs in every county of North Car- 
olina, The scheme of the gold monometal- 
lists is: 

“First, to prevent any further coinage of 
silver into legal tender dollars at the ra- 
tio of 16 to 1 and to bring the country to 
@n absolute gold basis. 

“Becond, to have the silver dollars al- 
ready coined robbed of the legal power, 
BO as to be only taken as money to be re- 
deemed in. gold. 

“Third, to destroy all silver certificates; 
treasury notes and greenbacks and to issue 
and fasten upon the country gold interest- 
bearing bonds to the amount of money and 
currency thus destroyed. The coin bonds 
of the government already issued will then 
be made payable in gold only. 

“Fourth, to increase the power of na- 
tional banks by turning over to their man- 
agement and control the entire issue of 
paper to be redeemed in gold. 

“If the above infamous scheme succeeds, 
the hard times we now have will be made 
twice as hard and the liberty and prosper- 
ity of the American people will be sealed 
forever. The object of the clubs will be to 
bring together all men opposed to this dia- 
bolical English plot and who will fight not 
only to the bitter end to prevent its con- 
summation, but to restore and maintain 
an honest financial -system. 

“The time has come when it is the duty 
of every patriot of every party to come 
together and fight the English gold curse 
with the same unity, zeal and determina- 
tion that our forefathers fought and drove 
British bayonets from American soil. I 
recommend ‘that a state convenition of 
clubs be called as soon as a sufficient num- 
ber are organized.” 


New Paper for Raleigh. 

Raleigh, N. C., August 16.—(Special.)—A 
stock company was formed here today and 
will own and conduct The Daily Press. It 
will be continued as an afternoon paper 
and will’ be thoroughly democratic in poli- 
tics. Greek O. Andrews, formerly city ed- 
itor of The News and Observer here, will 
efit it.

The paper’s news service will 
be full and the incorporators say they will 
build up a strong paper. It has been stated 
that it is to be conducted as 3 free silver 
organ.

' HOLMES’S “CONFESSION” 


Said To Have Been Made to a Lawyer 
by Mrs. Holmes. 
Columbus, Miss., August 16.—In this town 


another alleged murder has been traced to- 


Holmes and Benjamin Pietzel. The register 
of the Gilmore hotel shows for January 
16th last the names of Mrs. M. Holmes 
and child, with no place of residence. She 
is described by the hotel clerk as a tall, 
handsome woman, the child a slight, fair- 
haired girl about five years of age, named 
Lucy. They remained at the hotel three or 
four days and were not suspected. 

The second day after her arrival the 
woman went to the office of Justice of the 
Peace Foot and said she desired a confi- 
dential talk with him. She made her child 
leave the room. She then made an affidavit 
before Justice Foot charging H. H. Holmes, 
then in jail in Philadelphia, with murder. 
When asked by the justice for her proof 
she produced a written paper signed by 
Holmes which she claimed to have found 
among his papers in the Chicago “castle.” 
In this document Holmes related a story 
of his murder of Georgo@ H. Thomas, on 
the Tombigbee river, six miles below Co- 
lumbus. Upon this affidavit requisition 
papers were issued by Governor John M, 
Stone. 

Mrs. Holmes went to the law office of 
Judge J. A. Orr and sought to retain his 
services to prosecute the case, but Judge 
Orr refused his services. She then left with 
him the original confession of Holmes. 

The woman gave as her reason for mak- 
ing the affidavit that Holmes had been very 
brutal ig his treatment of her for two 
years and she hoped by his conviction to 
get some of his property, as he was worth 
over $100,000. 

The document states that Holmes, Piet- 
zel and the murdered George Thomas were 
in this city June 20, 1894, but that they 
stopped at different places and were not 
seen together on the streets. Their con- 
duct was such as to leave the community 
under the impression that they were 
strangers. A few days after their arrival 
they procured a small boat and all three 
went down the river together. After going 
six miles Holmes got out on the bank in 
search of drinking water and was absent 
some time. When he returned Thomas 
was dead. Pietzel said his death was 
caused from falling from the boat and 
striking his head on the rocks; that they 
buried the body in the river swamp and 
returned to Columbus. 

The requisition papers came from Jack- 
son, and Chief of Police Munder arranged 
to go to Philadelphia after Holmes, but 
in the meantime Mrs. Holmes had left the 
city. Pietzel registered at the hotel here 
from Chicago about the time the murder 
is alleged to have been committed. About 
this time Thomas also arrived, stopping at 
a different hotel. He claimed to be in the 
lumber business, and so did Pietzel. In that 
way he became acquainted with Thomas. 

Judge Orr today, while admitting the 
main facts about the confession, refused to 
disclose the nature of his business with 
Mrs. Holmes, but said he knew her reason 
for wanting her husband brought here from 
Philadelphia, 


Chicago Police Surprised. 

Chicago, August 16.—When the Chicago 
police officers were interviewed concern- 
ing the story they were much surprised. 
They had not .heard of Thomas before and 
knew nothing of the circumstances related 
in the Columbus affidavit. Qne of the offi- 
cers said that if the story was true, the 
woman who went to Columbus must have 
been Mrs. Myrtle Holmes, of Wilmette, 
Ill., the second wife of thé alleged murder- 
er, who has remained faithful to him 
through all the trouble. She has children 
by Holmes and the police here think it may 
have been part of a scheme to get Holmes 
away from Philadelphia and secure his re- 
lease in Mississippi. Photographs of Min- 
nie Williams, Mrs. Connor and Mrs. Myrtle 
Holmes will be sent to Columbus by the 
local police for possible identification. It 
is known here that Mrs. Myrtle Holmes 
has made frequent mysterious trips to the 
south within the last two years, 


ARRESTING THE ITALIANS 


Who Drove the Negroes Away from 
Spring Valley. 

Princeton, Ill., August 16.—Twenty-three 
men charged with participation in the re- 
cent attack upon the colored people of 
Sprirg Valley and with driving them out 
of the city, were arrested today by Sheriff 
Clark and eleven deputies, without trouble, 
Tonight they were brought to the county 
jail and tomorrow will be given a hear- 
ing. 

The complaining witness was Charles M. 
L. Martin, a wmegro who was clubbed and 
fired upon by the Italians. The physicians 
yesterday found fifty-six shot in his body, 
about one-half of which were taken out, 

At ll o'clock this morning Sheriff Clark 

with his deputies arrived in Spring Valley 
and at once went to No. 8 shaft, where 
most of the accused were at work. They 
had warrants for thirty-six men, but thir- 
teen of them left the town. The deputies 
took a position on top of the shaft and 
at 3 o’clock p. m. the mine was shut down. 
The men came up in the cages in groups of 
eight. Ten colored women and fifteen 
colored men were on hand to point out 
those for whom warrants had been issued. 
As the miners filed out of the cages the 
colored women and men took hold of them, 
saying to the sheriff: “This man broke in 
our door,” “That man struck me with a 
club,” etc. "Others who it was charged 
carried guns and fired shots repeatedly 
were detained, 
. Among those arrested were several 
Spring Valley Italian band members. As 
soon as the men were apprehended, they 
were placed in wagons and all started to- 
gether for Princeton. While the arrests 
were being made Mayor Delmargo and sev- 
eral aldermen requested Sheriff, Clark to 
allow the men to be tried in Spring Valley, 
but the sheriff said it could not be done, 
as the warrants were made in Princeton. 
Although the presence of the sheriff and 
his deputies was well known, there was 
no attempt at interference, 


DISTILLERY BURNED. 


Fire Causes Over a Hundred Thousand 
Dollars Loss at Leavenworth. 

Leavenworth, Kas., August 16.—A big sev- 
en-story distiuery here was destroyed by 
fire this morning. E. Sherman, of Peru, re- 
cently bought the building and fitted it up 
as a distillery. It was formerly a sugar fac- 
tory and was owned by the Hamlins, of 
Buffalo, N. Y¥. Sherman's loss is $110,000, 
and he has not a cent of insurance.

O11 Refinery Burned. 
Toledo, O., August 16,—The plant of the 
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The Midsummer Quiet in Business 
Still Continues. 


New York, August 16.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row, August lith, will say: 

“Midsummer quiet is more conspicuous 
than a week ago, though less so in indus- 
trial than in commercial lines. As a rule 
leading manufacturing industries are excep- 
tionally busy for the season, and it is worth 
adding that the increase in output of, and 
demand for, iron and steel still coatinues. 

“Gross and net railroad earnings returns 
for the first half of the present year show 
very satisfactory aggregate gains over last 
year, a period of great coal and railroad 
strikes, and of financial and industrial de- 
pression and derangement. The best chow- 
ings in net earnings are made by the cen- 
tral western, eastern and southwestern 
roads, while the only decreases noted are 
in the granger and southern roads. 

“Many in the trade were surprised by the 
very unfavorable cotton crop report by the 
government and the price of cotton speed ly 
advanced. Steel billets have also been 
marked up, as well as some varieties of 
print cloths. Quotations for flour, oats, 
pork, sugar, copper and woo) have remained 
firm, but unchanged, while declines are re- 
corded by Indian corn on very favorable 
crop reports, by lard and by wheat, not- 
withstanding the statistical strength of the 
cereals in every direction but the reports. 

“There are 195 business failures reported 
throughout the United States this week, 
compared with 209 last week, 234 in the like 
week of August, 1894, 409 in the correspond- 
ing week during the panic of 1893, and 187 in 
1892, 


“Throughout the southern states general | 


trade remains quiet and in some instances 
quieter than a week ago. Mercantile col- 
lections have not begun to improve, and at 
some points jobbers report a small falling 
off in the volume of sales, though in several 
instances this is due to rainy weather. On 
the cther hand, rain is needed in South Car- 
olina, while in Texas it is estimated that 
even with very favorable conditions from 
this time on the Texas cotton crop will not 
exceed 2,250,000 bales. Word is received that 
‘‘exas merchants have been cancelling bag- 
ging and tie orders.” 
What Dan & Co. Say. 

R. G. Dun & Co. in their weekly review 
of trade toincrrow will say: 

“It is a belated season; a frost may set 
everything back. The heavy business 
which ovght to have been done in May and 
June was pushed into July, so that the 
midsummer decline due in July comes in 
August. With this in mind, one is not sur- 
prised to find the shrinkage from July to 
August rather more conspicuous than us- 
ual. Finarcial events are used in specu- 
lative markets to create apprehension. 
Exports of gold have continued this week 
and while the syndicate has deposited 
enough in the treasuny to keep the reserve 
intact the impression grows that another 
sale of bonds may be made. Exports have 
fallen below last year’s in two weeks of 
August $3,300,000 or 20 per cent, while im- 
ports show a small increase of 5% per 
Government receipts ‘for half of 
August are $7,181,336 less than expenses. 
The disappointing crop reports of last 
Saturday, though = evidently distrusted, 
lessen confidence in regard to the future 
of trade, even while some speculators 
gain by them. 

Back of all doubts is the fact that the 
industries are doing better than anybody 
could have expected. The output of pig 


‘iron August ist was 180,526 tons weekly 


or 176,505 by another report; in either case 
close ‘to the largest output in 1893, though 
surpassed 15,000 tons in the spring of 1892. 
Unsold stocks are 88,078 tons smaller. 

“The great steel companies have made 
heavy purchases in advance of needs, but 
the actual consuniption.is large, and. prices 
rise_in the face of the increasing output. 
Bessemer iron is $14.15 at Pittsburg, plates 
have advanced $1 per ton, though other 
prices are in some cases shaded in the 
east. 

“Woolen manufacturers find in their way 
large sales of foreign goods at prices which 
cause official investigations. The imports 
were 32,600,000 pounds of cloth and dress 
goods in the first half of the year against 
6,900,000 last year. The sales of wool indicate 
that domestic wool is largely held for spec- 
ulation at prices about a cent higher than 
manufacturers feel able to pay. Few 
strikes in woolen milis occur, but the car- 
pet workers about Philadelphia are still 
idle. Shipments of boots and shoen have 
fallen almost to last year’s figures for 
August thus far and orders are as yet 
scanty for the new season, but prices are 
firm and leather does not change, though 
tanners decline to pay current quotations, 
9%@10 cents for western buff hides. 

“Failures for the week have been 196 
in the United States against 229 last year 
and 38 in Canada against 45 last year.” 


MARCHED TO THE PENITENTIARY, 


Murderers of Dinkins Followed by a 
Crowd to the Prison Gates. 
Jackson, Miss., August 16.—The train from 
Brandon this morning at 10 o’clock brought 
Dabney Marshall, Harry Coleman and R. 
C. Fox to the penitentiary, where they 
are to remain the balance of their lives, 
unless pardoned, and this is not probable 
in the next several years, According to the 
description taken of them at the prison, 
Marshall is thirty-four, Fox twenty-six and 
Coleman twenty-three years of age. Mar- 
shall is a dried-up, sickly looking little fel- 
‘ow, weighing only 108 pounds.

Marshall knew the way to the peniten- 
tiary, and was in the lead with C<leman, 
while his father walked with Icx, who 
had him by the arm. The streets and side- 
walks were lined with people, white and 
black, but no demonstrations were made 
other than a few taunts and jcers at “Lit- 
tle Dab,’ as Marshall is called by the fes- 
tive small boy. No indignity more than 
stares of the curious were offered the men, 
but it could be seen that their iumiliation 
was all they could bear. 

When they ar@ved at the big couble 
gates leading to the prison walls, the 
procession was met by another large con- 
course of people. It seemed that every 
man and boy in the city was there, but 
not a woman was in sight, The crowd fol- 
lowed the prisoners to the doors of the pris- 
on, which were slammed in their faces as 
soon as the sergeant and the three prison- 
ers were inside. Marshall’s father and even 
the reporters were denied udmittance until 
the description of the prisoners couid be 
recorded and convict garbs fitted on each, 
which was done inside half an hour.

Amounts to Nothing. 

The following has been printed in some of 
the Newspapers of the state in their report 
of the proceedings of the semi-annual con- 
vention of the Georgia State Agricultural 
Society which has just adjourned at Cum- 
berland:

CHILDREN HAVE THEIR RIGHTS, 


Although Many Grown Folks Do Not 
Realize the Fact. 

It is the right of every child to be talked 
to in a sensible, intelligent manner, instead 
of being obliged to listen to the sickening 
stuff called ‘‘baby talk,”’ thinks The Chica- 
go Times. 

It is the right of every child that his 
questions should have satisfactory an- 
swers go far as possible. Yet, how often 
are they snubbed and silenced when their 
questions chance to interfere with the com- 
fort of older people? ‘What other way 


“have they for gain!ng the information that 


is to make them intelligeyt, observing, 


thinking men and women? 

It is the right of every child to be exempt 
from teasing in the home. Why do so 
many parents thoughtilessly allow so much 
needless pain to be given to sensitive lLttle 
ones by those who do not understand the 
nature of a child? 

It is the right of every child, as he grows 
older, to have a good supply of reading 
matter intelligently and judiciously se- 
lected. The old copybooks used to tell us: 
‘Nature abhors a wacuum,” and if the 
minds of our children are not stored with 
the beautiful thoughts to be gleaned from 
history, poetry, biography and good fiction, 
they will surely be filled with something 
less worthy. 

It is the right of every child to De al- 
lowed regular attendance at school. It is 
claimed that it is seldom the child of the 
poor Irish or German Jaborer or of the 
widowed mother who attends school only 
two or three days :n the week. These chil- 
dren are taught to realize the need of a 
zood education, and are usually the most 
diligent and persevering in trying to obtain 
it; and the children of well-to-do parents 
certainly have a right to the same care on, 
the part of these parents. ‘ 

The child has a right to a place of his 
own, to things of h's own and to sur- 
roundings which have some relation to his 
size, his desires and h'‘s capabilities. 

The child has a right to more justice in 
his discipline than we ire generally wise 
enough and patient to give him. 

The child has a r'ght to expect examples. 
He lives in the senses, he can learn only 
through object lessons, and we must not 
expect our children to be better ‘han the 
example which we ourselves set them. No, 
nor even as good, yet we demand perfect 
obedience, truthfulness and other virtues 
which we often fail to cultivate in our- 
selves. 

The child has a right to be taught habits 
of economy and self-denial by being allowed 
a certain amount of pocket money. Let 
him earn it, if possible, and be it ever 
so little, the fact if its being his own will 
give a special charm; and if taught to 
spend it wisely, and to save and invest it 
when possible, with the little account 
books that should be kept by the ch‘ldish 
fingers, the benefits derived from the 
“right” will have an tnfluence for good 
throughout his life. 

The ch‘ld has a right to enjoy the com- 
pany of his parents—to be made a com- 
pinion of. Do not think your whole duty 
done toward that little active mind when 
you have provided playthings and perhaps 
a child of the same age as a playfellow. 
Every child thas a right to some period of 
time during each day when he will not be 
met with “I haven't t'me now, dear,” but 
will feel at liberty to unload hjs burdens 
of observations, and expand his intellect 
in the general atmosphere of friendly in- 
tercourse with those older and wiser than 
Aimself.

MEMORIES OF A HEADSMAN. 


Some Horrors of a French Execution- 
er’s Official Life. 

A curious book of personal memoirs has 
‘recently been published. It is ‘“‘The Diary 
of Charles Henri Sanson,’’ who was the 
frst of the family who for several genera- 
tions held the office of public executioner 
in Paris. It is said that his aristocratic 
bearing first earned fcr this French heads- 
man the sobriquet of ‘“‘Monsieur of Paris.”’ 
His book is said to be full of interesting, 
if gruesome, details about notable figures 
and events in French history. Te Argo- 
naut prints some extracts from the vol- 
ume. 

Charlotte Corday was one of the famous 
persons whom Sanson sert out of the 
world. His account of her death is as fol- 
lows: 

“On this day, Wednesday July 17th, first 
year of the one and indivisible republic, I 
executed Charlotte Corday. On reaching 
her cell in the Conciergerie, we found 
her writing. She looked in my direction 
and asked me to wait.’ Wren she had fin- 
ished she took off her cap and tol me to 
cut her hair. Since M. de la Barre, I had 
se*n courage equal to hers. We were in 
all six or seven men, whose profession was 
anything but softening, and yet she was 
less moved than we were. When her hair 
was cropped she gave part to the artist 
who had taken her protrait, and some to 
the jailer’s wife. I gave her the red shirt, 
which she arranged herself. As 1 prepared 
to pinion her she requested to keep on her 
gloves, because when she was arrested the 
cords were so tight that her skin was 
broken. I said she could if she liked, but 
that I could do it without hurting her. 
She smiled, and saying, ‘To be sure you 
ought to know how to do it,’ held out her 
naked hands. There was thunder and rain 
when we reached the quays, but the crowd 
was thick. At a window of the Rue St. 
Honore, I saw Robespierre, Camillie and 
Danton. They looked attentively at the 
culprit. I myself often looked at her. Not 
on account of her personal beauty, great 
as that was, but it seemed impossible that 
she could remain so calm and courageous. 
I said: ‘You find the way long, I fear? 
‘No matter,’ replied she; ‘we shall reach the 
scaffold sooner or later.’ When we reach- 
ed the Place de la Revolution I tried to 
hide it from her by standing up. But she 
Baid: ‘I have a right to be curious; this is 
the first time I see it.’ She ascended the 
steps nimbly. One of my men suddenly 
snatched her neckerchief, and she stretched 
out on the way plank of her own accord. 
Although I Was not ready I thought it 
barbarous to prolong the poor girl's suffer- 
ings for an instant. I made a sign to my 
man, and he pulled the rope.’ 

Even more shocking is this account. of an 
incident of his work: 

“A very unfortunate accident happened 
today. Only one convict remained, all his 
companions having been executed. As they 
were being strapped dewn, my son, who was 
attending to the basket, called me, and I 
went to him. One of the assistants had 
forgotten to reraise the knife, so that when 
the weight-plank was lowered with the 
convict Laroque strapped upon it his face 
struck the edge of the knife, which was 
bloody. He uttered a terrible shriek. I ran 
up, lifted the plank and hastened to raise 
the knife. The convict trembied like a leaf. 
The mob hissed us and threw stones at us. 
In the evening Citizen Fouquier severely 
reprimanded me. I deserved his blame, for 
I should have been in my usual place. Cit- 
izen Fouquer saw I was very sorry and dis- 
missed me with more kindness than I ex. 
pected. Thirteen executions.’’ 

During the revolution, Sanson’s services 
were in constant requisition. He tells of 
his revulsion for his bloody work as fol- 
lows: 

“Prarial 29.—A terrible day’s work! The 
guillotine devoured fifty-four victims. My 
strength is at an end, and I almost fainted 
away. A caricature has been shown to me, 
in which I am represented guillotining my- 
self in the middle of a heath, covered with 
headless bodies and bodyless heads. I do 
not boast of extraordinary sqheamishness. 
I have seen too much blood not to be cal- 
lous. For some time I have been troubled 
with terrible visions. My hands tremble so 
that I have been compelled to give up cut- 
ting the hair of doomed prisoners, I can- 
not convince myself of the reality of these 
weeping and praying vietims. The prepara- 
tions are like a dream, which I strive to 
dispel. Then comes the thump of the knife, 
which reminds me of the horrible reality. 
I cannot hear it now without a shudder. 
Forgetting my own share in it, I abuse the 
people who look on without raising a finger 
in their defense. I abuse the sun which 
lights the scene.

For Mr. Cleveland’s Eye.

The Limit Aimost Reached. 
It is hinted in the New York papers— 
although the New York papers appear 
to know as little about the matter as 
it is possible to know—that the syndi- 
cate which has been employed to guard 
the interests of the people’s treasury, 
has only about $8,000,000 in gold in 
hand with which to prevent the threat- 
ened raid. 
This may or may not be true. At any 
rate it stands to reason that the syndi- 
cate, which has private obligations of 
its own, cannot afford to dissipate its 
hard earned profits either by buying gold 
at a loss, or, what is the same thing, 
supplying commercial houses with bills 
of exchange below the market rate. 
Thé remedy, and the only‘ remedy 
that has thus far been suggested, is ex- 
pressed in the hope somewhat timidly 
put forward by the market writers that 
when the new crops of cotton and wheat 
are brought into market the demand for 
them abroad will enable us to dispense 
with gold shipments. This result would 
actually follow if the producers of wheat 
and cotton were to receive profitable 
prices for their products. We would 
not only cease to export gold, but would 
begin to import it-'to pay for our crops. 
This, however, cannot be the case as 
long as farmers receive gold prices for 
their products. The country, as a whole, 
suffers as much .from low prices as the 
farmers do. When we receive profit- 
able prices for our staple commodities, 
all those on this side who owe gold debts 
in Europe are enabled to settle them by 
forwarding bills of exchange drawn 
against the shipment of these commodi- 
ties. But when prices are below the 
cost of production there is a tremen- 
dous margin left that demands settle- 
ment in gold coin or bullion. That is the 
whole secret of gold shipments, and it 
is a piece of infamy that the natural 
course of events should be made to im- 
pose additional and unnecessary bur- 
dens on the people in the shape,f an 
increase of the interest-bearing debt. 


The State and Visiting Military.

The state of Tennessee through its usurp- 
ing governor, as “commander in chief,” 
has issued an official “Order No. 4,”’ which 
reads: “Permission is hereby granted to 
the organized militia of the several states 
to enter and pass through the state of 
Tennessee for tife purpose of attending the 
Chickamauga park dedication and the Cot- 
ton States exposition at Atlanta, Ga.” If 
the publication of this order is meant to 
imply that the militia of any northern 
state have asked such ‘“permission,”’ then 
it is unquestionably misleading. Maryland 
set up the “right” at the beginning of the 
‘war to decide whether or not the militia 
force of another state should pass through 
its “sovereign’’ territory. It soon abandon- 
ed that claim.

This consent is always grant- 
ed, unless under exceptional circum- 
strnces, but it shou'd be requested as a 
matter of courtesy. If, however, the 
governor of a state on a great occasion 
Waives a formal request and grants per- 
mission ‘to humerous bodies of militia to 
enter or cross his state, his action does 
not imply that the companies not Te- 
questing his consent have the right at 
all times to march into his territory. 
Bicyclers might do such a thing, but 
armed state troops are very different 
from a crowd of wheelmen, and they 
are subject to different laws.

A New Illuminating Gas. 

When the Rockefellers secured for 
their gas company in New York the 
right to use acetelyne, if it should be 
found desirable, they had no idea that 
their franchise would be disputed. 

It that the scientist Wilson, 
when experimenting in North Caro- 
lina in the production of aluminium 
by cheap processes, accidentally 
discovered that the fusion of coke 
and lime by the intense heat of a 
powerful electric current would yield a 
product which, when placed in water, 
would spontaneously generate an illum- 
inating gas. Further experiments with 
this gas showed that it could be gen- 
erated very cheaply, and that it would 
successfully compete in quality and 
price with econ! and water gas, and per- 
haps with electricity. 

A great deal of capital has already 
been invested in this new product, but 
the aluminium companies, which have 
invested still more money in their enter: 
prise, now claim that, if in making 
aluminium, the product which generates 
the new gas is a necessary part of their 
process, then the manufacturers of 
aluminium have an indisputable right to 
its use. It is believed that the Rocke- 
fellers will purchase the alleged rights 
of the aluminium men, and by the Ist 
of September it thought that the 
coast will be clear, and the new illumi- 
nator will be offered to the public.

A Capitalist on the Outlook. 
Mr. Collis P. Huntington, the railway 
magnate, takes a rosy view of the near 
future. In an interview in The New 
York Morning Journal he is quoted as 
follows: 
The outlook here, taking the trend of 
events for the past sixty years, and judg- 
ing from that, 1 think, as I said, that this 
country is entitled to three, four or five 
of the best years it has ever had. Let us 
go back. 
In 1837 times were terrible. Then for ten 
years it was a series of ups and downs. 
In 1846 and 1&7 the grain crop in western 
Europe failed, and there was a potato fail- 
ure in Ireland. I bought corn late in °4 at 
60 cents, and sold it early in °47 for $1.10, 
without moving a bushel, 
Then came the panic of 1857 and every- 
thing fell down. The war made money 
plenty, and floated the country over until 
1873 and the crash. Things varied for a 
while, and then came good times until 1882 
or i883. I never knew a worse year for 
rich men than 1884. 
May of that year was the worst month 
for capitalists ever known. Then came 
gradual improvement and another fall off. 
The year 1893 was a tedious one; 1894 was 
not much better; 1895 is pretty good. The 
future, judging by the past, is bound to be 
very much better. 
if the interview means anything it 
means that we are always having finan- 
cial ups and downs, and that it is now 
time for an upward tendency. It would 
gratify us exceedingly to have Mr. 
Huntington prove a true prophet, but it 
strikes us that if times are really im- 
proving in the country at large it is 
because the people believe that financial 
relief cannot be much longer delayed. 
There is everywhere a conviction that 
the next administration, whether demo- 
cratic or republican, will adopt a finan- 
cial policy which will be in some essen- 
tials the reverse of our present system.

Concerning Thunderstorms. 

Within the past two weeks several 
people have been killed and considerable 
property has been destroyed by light- 
ning in the Atlantie states. 

During the first half of «August thun- 
der storms have raged with unusual vio- 
lence, and people in almost every local- 
ity have been nearly frightened out of 
their senses by the blazing lightning and 
the deafening peals of thunder. 

Naturally, there is a desire to know 
more about the origin, nature and action 
of the mysterious force which is so de- 
structive at times. But we know little 
more than Franklin knew in his day. 
There are plenty of theories, but they 
have not stood the test of experience. 
The New York Tribune says: 


A few years ago certain eminent German 
Scientists, after long and close observation, 
propounded certaim theories regarding 
thunder storms. They said that such 
storms severe rapidly increasing in fre- 
quency—five-fold, they declared, between 
1884 and 1887. This was due to the changes 
produced upon the earth’s surface by the 
march of civilization, especially to the 
growth of cities and manufacturing cen- 
ters. The vast volumes of smoke and dust 
and steam gent up from these places gen- 
erated electricity by friction upon the air. 
This latter part of their theory was_ not 
nor is it to be taken as true, If it 
were true, thunder storms would rage 
most and be most destructive over and 
near large cities. As a matter of fact the 
contrary is the case. Statistics prove that 
the proportion of buildings struck in the 
country to those in the city is as two to 
one. So far as we know thunder storms 
are as frequent and as furious in the wil- 
derness as in the most densely populated 
land. Civilization, with all its works, has 
had little perceptible effect upon them. 

Neither, we are inclined to believe, is the 
German soentists’ ‘theory that thunder 
storms are increasing in frequency to be 
accepted as true. Perhaps there was some 
increase in the years they mentioned. It 
could scarcely have been five-fold. Cee 
tainly no such ratio of increase has since 
been maintained. If it had half the build- 
ings in the world would have been struck 
by this time. It is doubtful. indeed, 
whether there be any real increase. 


We believe that we have had more 
than our share of violent thunder storms 
this season, but we do not claim that 
they beat the record. In the past there 
have doubtless been many years when 
we had as many similar visitations. Yet 
some importance should be attached to 
the statements of the oldest inhabitants, 
who declare that our climate has un- 
dergone changes in the past fifty or 
sixty years. Perhaps the forces in the 
clouds have been affected by the de- 
struction of forests and thé net work of 
iron in the shape of railways and wires 
which now covers the continent. But 
the known facts of the case are not 
strong enough to support any of the 
theories that have been advanced.

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An Attempt Will Be Madeto Declare Him 
Unworthy of Practice. 
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TO BE BROUGHT UP IN THE COURTS

A Sensational Turnin the Case Yesterday 
Morning—Mr. T. R. R. Cobb Sngaged 
To Represent Colone) Glenn. 


Another sensation germinated yesterday 
morning from that Glenn incident in the 
Myers case, when action was begun for 
the purpose of disbarring Mr. L. N. Mer- 
cier. 

Since making the affidavits just a week 
ago, this young attorney has had a pretty 
rough road to travel. 

It was Mr. Mercier, with Mr. J. J. Rowe, 
who in his affidavit made for the purpose 
of gaining a new hearing in the Myers 
case, said that he was seated in the gal- 
lery at the courthouse when Will Myers 
was on trial and from that position saw 
Colonel W. C. Glenn remain in the jury 
room and shake hands and talk with two 
jurors. This affidavit has been the cause 
of fervid agitation. Upon the return of 
the lawyers from Union Point, where the 
hearing for the motion of the new trial of 
Will Myers was heard, both Mercier and 
Rowe were arrested under warrants sworn 
out by Colonel Glenn charging them with 
perjury. ° 
They were carried before a justice of 
the peace, where they were allowed to give 
bond for $3800. Two days aftrwards they 
were rearrested under a charge brought by 
C. C. Clay,. one of the jurors, who testified 
that the men came to his house with the 
purpose of forcing him into making a false 
affidavit to the effect that Mr. Glenn did 
engage in conversation with the jurors. 

A second t#me they were bound over, or 
rather were allowed to give a bond of $300 
on the charge of misdemeanor. 

To Disbar Mercier. 

But the most sensational and serious 
turn came yesterday morning when Colonel 
Thomas R. R. Cobb was employed for the 
special purpose of securing the dismissal 
by the court of Mr. Mercier from the Geor- 
gia bar and to assist in his prosecution 
when the trial comes on the charge of 
perjury. : 

Mr. Cobb will proceed at once to take 
such measures as will lead to the disbar- 
ment of Mr. Mercier, should the court so 
decide. The charges that will be brought 
against him are that he, as a professional 
lawyer, swore deceitfully and that his gen- 
eral conduct was not in keeping with the 
ethics of the profession. 

The proceedings in this case will be un- 
usual. A formal petition will be drawn up 
and presented to Judge Lumpkin, stating 
the cherges. This will call for an unswer 
end Mr. Mercier. will be called upon by the 
court to appear at a certain date, when 
hig answer will be given, and to show 
cause why he snould not be disbarred. 

The employment of Mr. Cobb and his 
special work is the brewing of a huge sen- 
sation. Mr. Mercier still adheres to his 
first statement, that he saw Colonel Glenn 
in the jury room and that he shook hands 
with several of the jurors. This is corrob- 
orated by the affidavit of J. J. Rowe, who 
Says that at the time he remarked to 
Mercier it was a strange thing to do for 
a lawyer to remain in the room with ju- 
rors. 

Mr. Cobb: was seen yesterday afternoon. 

“I have nothing to say,’ he remarked. 
“All I care to state is that I have been 
employed in the case and will assist 
Solicitor Hill in the prosecution and will 
push the disbarment of Mercier.”

The first violators of the Inman ordinance 
were arrested early yesterfay morning by 
Officer T. B. Lanford, and the drivers were 
carried to the station house. They were 
five in number, and at the time of their ar- 
rest were driving five heavily loaded wag- 
ons down Peachtree street. The names of 
the negroes are Andrew Wilson, John Law- 
son, Joe Green, Floyd Perdue and 8. D, 
Cannon. 

Yesterday afternoon the culprits were ar- 
raigned ba@ore Acting Recorder Nelms, They 
pleaded guilty, but stated that they did not 
intend to violate any ordinance and did not 
know that such an ordinance was in ex- 
istence, Councilman Nelms stated that as 
a. was their first offense, and since the law 
had hardly been given enough publicity to 
have all know of its existence, he would dis- 
charge them, but that he intended that the 
law should be strictly obeyed in the future. 

The ordinance that has been passed by 
the council reads as follows: 

‘Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council that it shall be illegal 
for any wagon, cart, dray or other vehicle 
or travel, to travel upon any street within 
this city paved with asphalt or brick when 
other streets can be used by the party in 
charge of the same without manifest in- 
convenience and hardship. All vehicles 
with springs and used for the delivery of 
merchandise shall be allowed to travel upen 
such streets in the block where the house 
is situated to which delivery is sought to 
be made. No such delivery wagon or ve- 
nicie shall be allowed upon said streets be- 
tween 5 and 7 o’clock, except in case of 
emergency. Sec, 2. The commissioner of 
public works is hereby required to Keep 
printed or written notice at each end of 
the streets paved with asphalt or brick of 
the substance of the foregoing section. fé€c, 
5. Any person violating this ordina.ice or 
any part thereof, upon conviction before 
the recorder’s court. shall be fined 1ot ex- 
ceeding $50 or thirty days imprisonment, 
Sec. 4. Be it further ordained by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That all ordinances or 
parts of ordinances conflicting with this 
ordinance be, and the same are, hereby 
repealed. Amendment. To amend the 
pending ordinance so that it shall only be 
of force until January 1, 1896.”

THE REPUBLIC OF JONES. 


A Government Which Was in Exist- 
ence During the Late Civil War. 


From The Washington Post. 

“There was a government in existence 
within the limits of my state during the 
late war that I find no mention of in the 
histories,’’ said Mr. F. M. Holden, of Mis- 
sissippi, at the National. “In the early 
days of secession the county of Jones, 
through its leading citizeng, withdrew 
from the contederacy, declared them- 
selves a free and independent people, or- 
ganized a government, adopted a consti- 
tution: modeled after that of the United 
States, called ‘this new government ‘the 
Republic of Jones,’ elected a president 
and a full quota of officials, and refused 
to furnish men or money to the southern 
cause. 

“On the approach of confederate troops 
they would retreat to the swamps and 
other inaccessible places and remain in 
hiding until the danger had passed.

That the Last Government Report Is Ab- 
surd—In Stocks, Gas, Tobacco and 
Sugar Were Most Active. 


New York, August 16.—Business on the 
Stock exchange was less active than on 
@ny previous day of the week, only 122,093 
@hares having changed hands. In this 
small total Tobacco figured for 33,300 shares, 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding for 11,500, 
Chicago Gas 56,200 and Burlington and 
Quincy 6,200 shares.

We cheerful- 
ly acknowledge that Neill Bros. have an 
enviable reputation at stake, as their esti- 
mates of the crop in the past have been 
very creditable to their juagment. In so far 
as they deem the August report misleading 
we are inclined to agree with them, for if 
these estimates could be relied upon and 
taking into account the unfavorable crop 
news received from reliable sources since 
August Ist, it would be only fair to assume 
that the yield would fall far below 7,000,000 
bales, which would warrant, we think, a 
rapid advance of at least 2 cents per pound 
in price of the staple. We do not think 
the condition of cotton depreciated during 
July as much as the bureau indicates, and 
for the sake of argument will place the un- 
derestimate of condition at 5 per cent, mak- 
ing it 8.instead of 78, in round numbers. 
Such a condition we feel would be sufficient 
reason far a substantial rise in values, par- 
ticularly in view of the good demand pre- 
vailing and unfavorable reports received 
from almost all points in the cotton belt.

Lamson Bros, & Co.’s Grain Letter. 
By Private Wire to J. C. Knox, Manager. 

Chicago, August 16.—There have been 
plenty of bull arguments brought to bear 
upon the market again today, but without 
avail, so far as causing any advance is con- 
cerned, The market seems to be under a 
stagnant influence, impossible to move eith- 
er way beyond a certain limit, almost totally 
listless to surrounding conditions, and dead 
to news. Traders whio are friendly to wheat 
are afraid to act:' fearing that ‘the dull pe- 
riod in the northwest will depress: prices 
later on, while. those looking for lower 
prices appear to be afraid to sell on ac- 
cout of the broad possibilities for an ad- 
vance, This makes on exceedingly unin- 
teresting state of affairs and a trade that is 
entirely a scalping one. Bears claim that 
their good cash business loses its effect from 
day to day on account of the small sea- 
board clearances and the indifferent attitude 
of buyers ‘on this side. This is undoubtedly 
true on one side, but if our stocks are be- 
ing consumed for domestic purposes on ac- 
count of the shortage of this year’s crop, 
thus leaving a smaller surplus for exporta- 
ble purposes, we can hardly see why the 
cash business should be ignored. There is 
but one thing to our mind that the wheat 
market needs to float it above its present 
state, and that is a broadening out of in- 
terest in the market, Arguments are all in 
favor of higher prices. We now need strong 
parties as leaders, and when they begin to 
buy there are numerous smaller ones ready 
to follow. We think when the season for 
outings is over and the big traders are 
back at their homes in numerous cities we 
will see a much broader market, when the 
possibilities for an advance will be more 
encouraging than now. 

Corn has been firm. There are several re- 
ports from the west that if drought contin- 
ues the crop will be much smaller than es- 
timated on the 10th. This has had a tenden- 
cy to curtail short selling around present 
figures, and has induced some covering. 

There was a good advance in nearby de- 
liveries of provisions on buying by packers 
and commission houses; also by shorts. 
The demand seemed to come from those 
sources all at once. Prices eased off later, 
but the entire list closed firm.

Phe Suit Against the W. and A. and the N., 


©. and St L. Finally Decided. 
Otber Railroad News. 


—- 


A decision was handed down in the su- 
preme court yesterday in the e¢elebrated 
suit of the Seaboard Air-Line railroad 
against the Western and Atlantic and the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road. 

The decision is decidedly in favor of the 
Seaboard and gives this noted litigation a 
pew turn. 

The history of the case is familiar to the 
railroad world of the south. 

The Southern Railway and Steamship As- 
gociation declared a boycott against the 
Seaboard Air-Line, causing all the asso- 
elated roads to refuse to allow the Sea- 
board prorating privileges on through ship- 
ments. 

The Seaboard was not a member of the 
association and the offense was the fraud- 
wlent violation of rate agreements. 


There Had been a eontract made between ’ 


the Seaboard and the Western and Atlan- 
tic and Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louls several years before for the use of 
the latter's tracks in bringing the Sea- 
board's trains into the city. 

In that contract it was stated that the 
Western and Atlantic and Nashville, Chat- 


ganooga and St. Louis should always give 
the Seaboard as advantageous rates as it 
should give other roads with which it con- 
nected. 

The Seaboard, therefore, without mak- 
ing an attack against the association, de- 
termined, through King & Spalding, its 
lawyers in the ease, to bring suit against 
the Western and Atlantic and the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis to enjoin 
them from entering the boycott ordered by 
the association This injunction was tem- 
porarily granted and the case came to a 
hearing before Judge Lumpkin, of the Ful- 
ton county superior court. “The case was a 
broad one and involved a very nice point 
of law, and was thoroughiy argued by able 
attorneys. Judge Lumpkin ruled that the 
Western and Atlantie and the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis had a perfect 
right to enter the beycott in so far as 
through business was concerned, but on 
local business originating on the Western 
and Atlantic or destined to points on the 
road, the deferfdants eouldn’t refuse to al- 
low all concessions to the Seaboard allow- 
ed the other connecting lines. 

This decifion was in favor of the Western 
and Atlantic and the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis. 

The case was appealed and a bill of ex- 
ceptions filed. 

The case was forcefully presented by 
King & Spalding, attorneys for the plaint- 
iff in error, and by Messrs. Payne & Tye 
for the other side. 

The Text of the Decision. 

Followimg is the.text of the decision given 
yesterday by the state supreme court as 
regularly reported: 

Seaboard Air-Line Belt Railroad Com- 
pany et al, v. Western and Atlantic Rail- 
road Company et al. Before Judge 

Lumpkin. Fulton superior court. 

Simmons, C. J.—1. Where, upon a val- 
wable’ consideration, a railway company 
contracted with a railroad company to 
“interchange business, both fhrough ard 
local,”’ with the latter and its connecting 
lines, for a specified term of years, ‘“‘upon 
terms as favorable and as advantageous 
to said road and its connecting lines as 
whose given to any other railroad entering” 
a designated city, the railway company was 
bound by the terms ef this contract, not 
only “5 to freight shipped from or to points 
upon its qwn line, byt also as to freights 
destined to or coming from points be- 
yond the game; and {therefore could not 
so long as it pursued a different and more 
favorable course as to ether railroads 
entering the city in question, lawfully 
do anything to deprive the railrqad com- 
pany with which it had contracted, and 


its connections, of the benefits of “through. 


rates and through proportions of rates 
and bills of lading founded theraupon’’ as 
to’ freights of the latter class. 

2 Under this contract, therefore, it was 
not, in view of ths facts as feund by the 
trial judge, lawful for the railway com- 
pany, during the period therein stipulated, 
to volurtarily enter into contracts or 
an etre busimess relations with trans- 
portation companies beyond its own line, 
with the intention or purpose of depriv- 
ing the other party to the contract (the 
rafiroad company) of the benefits above 
Amilicgted; nor, ‘with such intention or 
purpose, to réfuse to receive from such 
transportation companies shipments of 
freight routed over the railroad company’s 
‘line upon bills of lading giving to it the 
benefit of “through fates and through 
preportions ;of rates’’ wpon (such ship-— 
ments. 

3. The trial fudge having, upon the evi- 
dence before him, found favorably to the 
Plaintiffs upon the defendants’ conten- 
tien that the former had so violated the 
contract in question as to forfeit all right 
to mvoke equitable aid in the premises, 
this court will nct, in view of the confiict- 
ing evidence-upon this question, interfere 
with this finding. 

4 Inasmuch as a_ specific rformance 
of the contract could not be decreed, and 
the damages resulting from @ Breach there- 
of are incapable of beihg- estimated in 
money, it follows that there was no error 
in gramting the injunction prayed for, to 
the extent that the same was granted, 
guarded as it was by the provision as to 
the plaintiffs giving bond, and the further 
rovisién that if the defendants should 
e damaged by any unlawéul or inequita- 
ble conduct on the part of the plaintiffs, 
the defendants might move for a dissolu- 
tion of the injunction; but the judge erred 
in not extending the terms of the order 
granting the injunction so as to make the 
fame more comprehensive, as herein in- 
dicated; and direction is given that this 
order be enlarged accordingly.

Between the Trunk lines and the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association. 

New York, August 16—A meeting of 
Presidents and other executive officers of 
the railroads in the Trunk Line and Cen- 
tral Traffic A&Ssociation was held yesterday 
and an agreement was perfected for the 
Mamtenance for the fregiht and passenger 
mates. 

The'agreement was referred by the meet- 
ing to the presidents of the association, 
who wil meet September 13th, after which 
H will recieve the ratification of the board 
of directors of the roads. It is expected 
dt will be in full effect before January ist.

tion had been feared. He said that there 
was anxiety among the foreign holders of 
the securities of American roads as to the 
State of rates, and he hoped that the agree- 
ment would be successfully carried. out. 

It Was stated at the meeting that the 
agreement had been carefully considered 
by cownsel to avoid conflict with national 
and state laws. Under it contracts with. 
Shippers are to be entirely abolished and 
commissions on tickets are to be stopped. 
There is to be no money poel, but there 
are to be penalties for infractions of the 
agreement. There is to be a clearing house 
to settle balances between roads. A com- 
mission is to be created with the power to 
make rates and a committee on arbitration 
is to be appointed to dispose of differences 
which may arise. 

In the new agreement of the Trunk Line 
Association and the western connection, 
the chief change from present methods fs 
the establishment of a board of governors, 
nine*in number, with absolute power to 
make and maintain rates. The committee 
of three, originally suggested by Commis- 
sioners Goddard and Blanchard, is accord- 
ingly enlarged. 

These nine governors are to represent 
the nine interests involved. There are six- 
teen lines in the agreement, but in more 
than one instance their interests are iden- 
tical and will be merged in one man in 
‘the board. As for example, the New York 
Central and West Shore will be represented 
by one governor, as can the Big Four and 
the esapeake and Ohio. Then, a board 
of arbitration is provided for. This body 
will heal all cemplaints and pass upon 
them before the lines themselves can take 
action of a disturbing nature. Three com- 
missioners in all will be elected for this 
board. 

One of the greatest stumbling biocks to a 
successful conclusion of the presidents’ 
work proved to be a question of joint af- 
faire. It had originally been proposed to 
do away with all soliciting agents and to 
establish joint agencies. No satisfactory 
plan, mnowever, could be suggested and the 
agreement as it now stands does not pro- 
vide for this innovation. 

Wherever practicable the fast freight 
lines will be abolished. Where such action 
cannot be taken, such freight and dispatch 
lines will be brought absolutely under the 
control of the board of governors in the 
Matter of rates. 

A clearing house and money penalties are 
included, as has been told already, but no 
money pool will be established. The meet- 
ing of presidents to ratify the agreement 
will be held ae soon as possible after the 
return from Europe of Chauncey M. De- 
pew, president of the New York Central 
and Hudson River railroad, who is expect- 
ed here within a month. 


-PRODUCED THE MESSAGES. 


Private Telegrams Brought Into Court 
and Read in a Railroad Case. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 16.—In the 
case of the Terminal railway vs. the Cin- 
clr: atl Southern railway, heard today in the 
federal court, the Western Union Telegraph 
Company wae forced by process of law to 
bring into court the telegrams that passed 
between Receiver Felton, then at Monmouth 
Beach, N. J., and Manager Carroll, both of 
defendant company, and bearing directly on 
the case in hand. The Naghville, Chatta- 
|} nooga and St. Louis railroad on August 3d 
leased a local freight line known as the 
Terminal Railway Company, and valuable 
as affording access to many of the city’s 
largest manufactories, the lease not being 
effective until August 15th. The Cincinnatl 
Southern railroad, long before day’ Sun- 
day morning, August 4th, having made full 
preparations ahead, stole into the city, and 
almost before their ruse was detected had 
crossed the tracks of the Terminal with 
switches, etc., replacing those of the latter 
in the wards of the several manufacturing 
concerns. The Southern holdg by purchase 
the switch line, the belt railway paralleling 
the others for a large part of its course, 
giving the latter right of way into the cov- 
eted factories. Manager Dunn, advising 
with his general manager by wire, obeyed 
the summons. The telegrams produced fair- 
ly ttampeded the attorneys for the Cincin- 
nati Southern, who had not dreamed of such 
a thing. 

The case, which is being heard before 
United States District Judge Clark, will be 
decided tomorrow. 

The switch line is now under control, tem- 
porarily, of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis. A fight of big proportions is not 
an improbabilitv between the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville on the one hand and the 
Queen and Crescent and Cincinnati South- 
ern on the other hand, as both have joint 
points of vantage of which the other is jeal- 
ous. 


THE AMPHITRITE FLOATED. 


Second Test of the Dry Dock at Port 
Royal. 

Beaufort, S. C., August 16.—The second 
test of the Port Royal dry dock was made 
today when the Amphitrite was left stand- 
ing on the forward blocks until 1 o'clock, 
and the dock was again flooded until she 
floated free. The monitar was then towed 
down to the sea end of the docks and the 
basin was drained for the second tfme. It 
was 6 o'clock béfore the dock was com- 
pletely drained, owing to the fact that 
suitable water to operate the engines 
could not De had. The morning was spent 
in having the monftor’s bottom cleaned and 
by the official board in taking levels and 
collecting other data which will be used in 
making up their reports.. The board speaks 
guardedly, as might be expected under the 
circumstances, but the aitr of cheerful- 
ness which pervades all circles at the 
naval station ig an indication of what the 
complexion of the official report will be. 
The Amphitrite will remain on the blocks 
till tomorrow afternoon, when esbe will be 
once more moved out into the stream. 
She will remain over Sunday in the harbor 
and will sail northward Monday. 

Tonight the officers of the Amphitrite and 
those of the naval station are “being en- 
terteined at the Sea Isiand hotel by the 
Beaufort Volunteer Artillery and the peo- 
pie of the city.

Three weeks ‘in Gotham was sufficient 
time for Mrs. Joseph Thompson, president 
of the woman's board, to enthuse the 
phlegmatic New Yorkers and arouse them 
from their stupor of indifference with 
reference to the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition, 

Mrs. Thompson returned yesterday af- 
ternoon. She came on the Southern ves- 
tibuled and was driven immediately to 
Brookwood, her country home. While her 
trip was made,not with a view of working 
up sentiment for the exposition, the presi- 
dent of the woman’s board has occom- 
plished much in this line. During her stay 
in New York she was a guest at the Wal- 
dorf. As soon as it was discovered that 
she was in the city those ladies in New 
York immediately interested in the work 
of the exposition called and were profusive 
in their courteous atfention. 

She found that the contingent there was 
greatly enthused over the prospect. Among 
these Mrs, Joseph Bradley Reed, who has 
in charge the furnishing of the New 
York room in the woman’s building, waa 
actively at work. Mrs. Reed has associated 
with her in her work some of the most 
prominent ladies in the city and the in- 
terest that they have manifested exceeded 
all expectations. This New York reom 
will be one of the most beautiful in the 
building. It will be hung with curtains 
of a rich fabric and the daintiest ornaments 
will be arranged in the most artistic man- 
ner. In addition to this there will be oth- 
er features of the building in which the 
New York women are engaged. Mrs. Don- 
ald Maclean was the first woman to pro- 
pose the historical collection and in her 
care has been placed the collection of the 
historical exhibits from the Empire State. 

Mrs. Maclean started out with the idea 
of raising for the purpose of this exhibit 
the sum of $3,000. This she has done and 
nothing now remains but the bringing of 
the collection to Atlanta.

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Ap Open Letter to Mr. Cleveland from 
One of His First-Term Postmasters. 

From The Chicago Dispatch. 

Sir: Federal ‘officials appointed under 
your administration were present in hordes 
at the recent democratic state convention 
in Iowa, dictated the nominations, and 
made the platform. In some instances 
they changed thé vote of instructed coun- 
ty delegations in order to bring about the 
results they accomplished, During the 
wrangling that occurred prior to the con- 
vention, they were conspicuous in hotel 
lobbies, and easily recognized by their ofe 
fensive bearing and dictatorial manners. 
It is said that there were over one hun- 
Gred of these federal officers, including 
revenue collectors, United States attor- 
neys, marshals, deputy marshals and post- 
masters. 

This leads to the observation that 1 
was myself a postmaster in i886, and be- 
came acquainted with the order that you 
issued governing federal officials in their 
relations to the public, and especially as 
to ‘heir conduct in political affairs. That 
order of yours, dated July 14, 1886, was 
explicit enough for me, and I regulated my 
conduct accordingly. You said that “of- 
ficeholders must not use their official posi- 
tlons to control political movements. They 
should not offend by obtrusive partisan- 
ship, nor should they assume the active 
conduct of political campaigns.”’ They 
were particularly instructed by you that 
they should not try to control nomina- 
tions, and you characterized such con- 
duct as indecent and unfair. My duty 
seemed plain to me. I had been honored 
by you with a responsible position, and 
believed thdt the best way to manifest 
my gratitude was to obey the order not 
only in letter but in spirit. I had always 
been an active democrat, participating in 
conventions, trying to influence nomina- 
tions, and secure what I deemed to be 
proper expressions in party platforms, but 
from the time that I became a postmaster 
and until I retired during the administra- 
tion of Mr. Harrison, I did not attend 
conventions or caucuses, but was a quiet 
democrat, contributing of my means to 
the legitimate expenses of party organi- 
zation, leaving to others the active duties 
that fall on a campaigner. If I had done 
otherwise my conscience wouid have told 
me that I was doing wrong, and my 
republican neighbors would have noted 
me as an offensive partisan. 

This letter is written with full knowl- 
edge that your order is still in force, and 
to inform you of the acts of your appoin- 
tees in Iowa, who meke civil service a 
term of reproach and your order a thing 
of derision. It is now a matter of public 
notoriety that never in the political his- 
tory of Iowa, including the worst times 
of republican rule, was there such a shame- 
ful violation of the rules of decency and 
good order as was manifested at the late 
democratic state convention. Your order 
was treated with contempt, and when the 
violators of it were reminded of their in- 
decency they would reply in a manner that 
would become the minions of a despotic 
government rather than public servants. 

Mr. President, we all, as democrats, 
have opposed such acts of repubiican aa- 
ministrations as tended toward a cen- 
tralized government. Many of us yet be- 
lieve that had it not been for the sturdy 
opposition of the democratic party during 
the reconstruction period the states would 
have been reduced to provinces and a 
strong government established at Wash- 
ington. The ‘traditional policy of the 
democratic party is for Washington to keep 
hands off and let the people manage their 
own affairs, whether at the polls or in 
nominating conventions. 

I believe in your integrity,- Mr. Prasi- 
dent, and that you earnestly desire civil 
service reform; that you will not approve 
of the indecent conduct of the men who, 
at Marshalltown, armed with your com- 
missions, took advantage of their places, 
triumphed over their fellow democrats, 
and then in stinging«words taunted them 
with the humiliation of defeat. 

This letter is made public because the 
subject is of public concern, and with the 
hope that your disapproval of such méeth- 
ods will be so expressed as to prove a 
sesson to those who temporarily clothed 
in authority would make your administra- 
tion rules a farce and democracy a shame 
in the sight of decent men. Very re-

THOSE FUNNY JAPS. 


Clothing Not Regagded as a Neces- 
sity. 
Japanese Letter in The Chicago Record. 

The Japanese are undoubtedly the most 
superior among all races as painters of 
birds, flowers, fish, insects and bamboo 
atefns swuying in the breeze; but they have 
never produced one grand historical scene, 
nor have they ever succeeded in accurately 
transferring ‘“‘the human form divine’ to 
canvas. There is certainly no reason why 
they should not have an accurate knowledge 
of anatomy. An artist can find models as 
natural in any direction he may look of 
both sexes and all ages and conditions of 
men and women. There seems to be no 
desire for the concealment of the outlines 
of the person, and those portions which are 
usually draped in civilized countries are ex- 
posed here without the slightest sense of 
shame. 

The farther you go into the interior the 
less drapery is used, and if you are so dis- 
posed it is easy enough ta find both men and 
women almost entirely without clothing in 
public places almost any time of day. Of 
course they are not persons of high social 
Standing, or education and refinement. I 
refer to the peasant class, but even the up- 
per castes have not been taught the same 
rules of modesty that we in America and 
the people of Europe observe. The farmer's 
daughter has never been told that it is im- 
proper for her to go down to the stream 
and strip off her kimino and take a bath 
with her father’s employes, or any friend 
that may be visiting the family, and at the 
hot springs of Yumoto there is no regula- 
tion that prevents a party of gentlemen and 
ladies of the very best soviety, or a father 
and mother and -sons and daughters going 
into the same pool at the same time without 
a stitch of clothing. There, ag at all other 
fashionable bathing places in Japan, the 
bathhouses are open to the public. and any 
one can, with perfect propriety and without 
giving the slightest cause of offense, calmly 
take his seat upon one of the stone benches 
that encircle the pool aid watch a party of 
young ladies splashing around in the cos- 
tume they wore at their birth like the 
nymphs in Bougereau’s pictures, 


An arcadian simplicity prevails every- 
where, and every one feels and shows a 
freedom that is innocent here, but in Amer- 
ica would call for the interference of the 
police and fill the columns of the newspa- 
pers for weeks. The water is always very 
hot, and when the bathers—men and wo- 
men, young and old, tourists or town peo- 
pel, handsome and ugly—are sufficiently 
boiled, they crawl up on the edge of the 
basin and sit around and gossip just as the 
belies of the beach at Narragansett Pier and 
Atlantic City do in their bathing dresses on 
the sand. 

To a stranger this extraor‘linary innocence 
is startling, but after awhile he becomes 
accustomed to it, just as he does to the 
habit the Japanese women have of coming 
out on the front steps when they want to 
give baby his dinner. A gentleman counted 
eighty-seven women nursing their babies in 
front of their houses in the open air between 
the United States legation and the Imperial 
hotel in Tokio the other day. And in the 
hotels, and even the priyate houses, where 
one may be a guest, in the interior of Ja- 
pan, it is almost impossible to convince the 
wcemen-servants that bathrooms should be 
used by one person at a tine, and that 
when a person is dressing he prefers to be 
alone. 

These things are peculiar in this country. 
I do not know any other land in the world 
where an edict has ever been issued against 
nudity or where the people are required by 
law to wear clothing. And here it was a 
concession to foreign sentiment, and not 
due to any change in the ideas of the peo- 
pile respecting modesty or morality. 


It must not be inferred that the innocence 
which sees no objection in the absence of 
clothing excuses immorality in a similar 
manner. On the contrary, the highest de- 
gree of morality is found in the interior of 
the country, where the manners and cus- 
toms are the nearest to nature. 

I referred some time ago to a controversy 
that was going on concerning the first nude 
picture that was ever exhibited in. Japan, 
against which protests were urged by cer- 
tain good people. The papers “have been 
pigeon-holed by the minister of public 
works, to whom they were referred. 

The people who made the protests have 
printed a book in which they present their 
reasons for objecting to the introduction of 
the French school of art in Japan, and the 
subject will probably be allowed tv rest 
tnere.

and the ‘sound money’ principles!”

Lumpkin, J.—Mere permission by cr im- 
plied leense from a railway company for 
children to enter its yards for the purpose 
of carrying meals to their fathers, trere 
being a perfectly safe way for the children 
to pass and repass without going under 
freight cars standing upon tracks in the 
yard, will not subject the company to lia- 
bility for injuries caused to one of these 
children by pashing on him a car under 
which he had suddenly gone for the pu->pose 
of getting a ball which had been thrown 
there, but for the throwing of which the 
company was in no way responsible, and it 
not appearing that the company’s servants 
by whom the car was put in motion, had 
reason to know, or were in a _ position 
to discover, that the child was under it at 
the time, The sudden throwing of the ball, 
the child being attracted thereby and his 
rapidly following it under the car, and 
together, constituted an emergency which 
the company could not reasonably have 
anticipated or guarded against; and conse- 
quently the unexpected catastrophe which 
resulted from the movement of the car at 
the very moment when the child was ex- 
posed to danger was a mere causuaity or 
accident for which the company should not 
be held liable. 

Judgement reversed. 

Atkinson, J., dissenting.—1l. Where, by 
permission of its. officers, the yard of a 
railroad company where its trains are con- 
stantly drilling, is frequented at a given 
hour daily by young children who comeé 
there on lawful business, such permission, 
when acted upon regularly for a number 
of years, is at least notice to the defend- 
ant of the probable presence of such chil- 
dren at such place at such hour, and in the 
running and drilling of its cars during the 
time when they are usually present, the 
company is bound to exercise such care as 
would afford reasonable protection to any 
of such children as, happening to be upon 
the yard, might have casually strayed, or 
by some object been allured, upon one of its 
tracks; and the measure of precaution so 
to be taken is to be estimated with refer- 
ence to the apparent peril of the position, 
coupled with the capacity of the child to 
know and appreciate its danger, and the 
absence, or probable absence, of such dis- 
cretion as would enable it to take proper 
measures for its own protection. 

2. Where, in an action against a railroad 
company for damages for personal injuries 
inflicted, it appears that in switching its 
cars a, train of the company was run back- 
ward through its yard at a time during 
tae day when, with the permission of the 
officers of the company, young children, not 
of sufficient discretion to take precaution- 
ary measures for their own safety, were 
accustomed to assemble there, and that 
one of such children, running under a sta- 
tionary car to get a ball which had been 
thrown there, was run over and injured 
in consequence of this car being suddenly 
put in motion by the backing train coming 
in contact with it, and where it further 
appears that no lookout was stationed up- 
on the rear of said backward-moving train, 
or elsewhere thereon so as to command a 
view of its movements and. give notice to 
those in charge of the engine of danger to 
one of such children who may have either 
casually strayed upon the track, or who 
might by any means have been allured 
thereon, and where it further appears that 
no other equivalent precautiofary meas- 
ures were taken to prevent injuries which 
might have been probably thus infiicted, a’ 
verdict of the jury finding against the de- 
fendant upon the question of neglizence 
and awarding damages for the injury is 
supported by the evidence, and is not con- 
trary to lew,

ductors in his employment had been recog- 

nizing and honoring as valid the coupons * 

for his lines of this class of tickets, in 

connection with the fact that a -soupon of 

a particular ticket of this class was ac- 

cepted for passage over one of these divi- 

sions, sufficiently established, in behalf of 

the holder of the same, the agency of the 
initial eompany for the receiver in issuing 
that ticket. 

2. Where a system of railways, though 
owned by one company or operated under 
one management, is divided into separate 
divisions, a valid ticket having attached to 
it coupons for each of such divisions (in 
the absence of any specific contract, or 
express restriction upon the ticket to the 
contrary) entitles the person having the 
right to use the ticket to break his jour-, 
ney and ‘“‘stop over’ at the end of each 
division, provided this is done within the 
final limit fixed by the ticket. Such is 
certainly the law as to coupon tickets over 
the lines of different companies; and upon 
reason and principle, it is applicable to 
tickets having separate coupons for dif- 
ferent divisions of the same line. 

3. Under the facts of this case, the 
ticket by the plaintiff, though not pur- 
chased by him originally, was transfera- 
ble; and he had the right to vse it, and 
was using it lawfully, when expelled from 
the train. The court, therefore, in its rul- 
ings at the trial, was right in applying to 
the case the law as above announced. 

4. Rulings of the trial judge upon minor 
questions .10t material, one way or the 
other, to the merits of the case or its 
result, need not be specifically passed upon 
by this court.

x Where cars were ueiuvered to a cor- 


ration under a duly recorded lease con- 
cant: with vision therein for fina] sale 
and for a reservation of title in the lessor 
until the cars were fully paid for, and the 
receiver of the railway company (to which 
these cars had been delivered by the les- 
see, or its successor #n possession) took 
possession of the cars after certain par- 
tial payments upon the lease contract had 
been made, and the court, upon a proper 
application by the owner of tne cars, re- 
fused either to adopt and complete that 
contract or to return the cars to such 
owner, but on the contrary ordered the 
receiver to retain and use them, though 
finally directing their return to the owner, 
the latter became entitled to a reasona- 
ble rent for the cars, covering the time 
they were used by the re@iver, as a part 
of the expenses of the receiver’s admin 
tration of the railway compamy’s pro 
and the amount of such rent should 
rived at upon the basis of the actual value 
of the cars for rent, and not upon the basis 
of what the receiver actually received, as 
mileage from other roads for the use of 
the cars. 

38. The above is true on general principles; 
but certainly, a trustee of the bondholders 
of the railway company, who resisted the 
return of the cars and yaeoeeee in 
procuring the order refusing to restore 
them to the owner, is estopped from deny- 
ing that the rental of the cars is an ex- 
pense of the receivership prior in dignity 
to the lien of the mortgage securing the 
Payment of the bonds. 

4. As eliminating the exceptions to the 
master’s report which the court improp- 
erly allowed to be filed, the equities between 
the contending parties, so far as relates 
to the remaining matters of dispute, are, 
under the peculiar facts of this case (all 
of which cannot be conveniently summa- 
rized in a headnote), as follows: 

(a) The proceeds of the sale of the prop- 
erty of the railway company are chargea- 
ble with the claim of rental due to the 
owner of the cars from the time they 
went into the railway company’s possession 
until their final return, the amount of rent 
to be ascertained as above indicated. 

(b) The owner of the ¢ars is also enti- 
tled, out of such proceeds, to the cost of 
extra repairs on the cars, for depreciation 
over and above that caused by ordinary 
wear and tear; but it not entitled to any- 
thing for depreciation in the cars resulting 
from their usual and proper use. 

(c) The owner of the cars is also entitled, 
out of such proceeds, to the expenses paid 
by thim and which were incurred in re- 
turning the cars to the place where the 
elivered to him. 

(d) Interest should be allowed on the 
above claims from the date of such deliv- 
ery, and they should rank in dignity prior 
to the lien of the bondholders upon the 
fund derived from the sale of the property 
of the railway company. 

(e) The above claims of the car-owner 
should be credited with all the payments 
made upon the lease contract; and -for 
the general balance thus found due such 
car-owner, ‘he should have a decree, of 
the rank and dignity above stated, payable 
out of the fund above mentioned.

substantial Hmitations imposed upon the 
liability of an insurer by the contract be- 
tween the parties, stipulations and condi- 
tions in policies of insurance, like those of 
other contracts, are to have a reasonable 
intendment, and are to be so construed, if 
possible, as to avoid forfeitures and to ad- 
vance the beneficial purposes intended to 
be accomplshed. : 

2. Where a real estate renting agent is 
likewise an insurance agent, and, at the 
request of the owner of premises, procures 
a policy of insurance to be jssued by a 
company represented by him,’ upon tene- 
ments placed under his control as a rent- 
ing agent, if the policy contains a condition 
that it shall be void if the premises should 

ome vacant or unoccupied without no- 
tice to the company, and before a loss the 
premises do in fact become vacant and un- 
occupied, but with full knowledge on the 
part of the agent of the company of the 
fact, such knowledge would amount to no- 
tice to the insurance company, even though 
the information from which it was derived 
was really imparted to the person who was 
thus both real estate renting and insurance 
agent in business relating to the former 
rather than to the latter capacity. In such 

a case notice is the potential fact neces- 

sary to the protection of the insurer; and 

if the agent, having full power to cancel 
the policy, nevertheless permits it to re- 
main of full force after notice of the 
breach of condition, the company is bound. 

3. In such a case, if the policy of insur- 
ance contain a _ stipulation. “that if the 
property insured, or any part of it, is 
mortgaged or otherwise incumbered, either 
prior or subsequent to the date thereof, 
without consent of this company written 
thereon,’’ the same should be void, but at 
the time it was issued the agent of the 
company through whom the policy was is- 
sued knew of the existence of a mortgage 
upon the premises insured, and the com- 
pany nevertheless issued the policy, but 
failed to enter its consent to such incum- 
brance, but in the meantime accepted the 
remiums required, it will, in case of loss, 

held to have waived such stipulation, 
and will be estopped to insist upon a for- 
feiture thereunder. In such cases, refusal 
to insure, or cancellation of the policy, is 
the right of @he insurer, and not forfeit- 
ure of insurance after loss. 

4. Under the principles here announced 
there was sufficient evidence to justify the 
submission of the questions of fact involved 
to a jury, and the court accordingly erred 
in granting a nonsuit.

VIEWS OF A CINCINNATI .MERCHANT 


He Is Greatly Pleased with the Outlook 
for the Bxposition—Cincinnati 
Ahead of Chicago. 


Cincinnati will claim the distinction of 
being better represented at our exposition 
than any other city in the country, 

From that city a larger number of ex- 
hibits have been secured than from any 
other city of the same population. Chi- 
cago comes next and New York is by no 
means represented as its commercial im- 
portance warrants. 

Mr. F. W. Robertson, a prominent bust- 
ness man of Cincinnati, has been here 
several days preparing an exhibit for his 
firm. In an interview concerning the ex- 
position he grows very enthusiastic and 
says many pleasant things abgut the en- 
terprise. He cays: 

“Cincinnati will be the best represented 
city at’ the exposition,” said he. ‘“‘Chicago 
will have a greater number of exhibits 
and cover more epace but, considering the 
size of the city, Wwe are in the lead. Ohio 
is also-in the front rank. Illinois, Penn- 
sylvania, Massachusetts and New York 
are very well represented and there are 
exhibits from nearly every state. 

“The southern business men consider Cin- 
cinnati the northern boundary of the 
south, or, as several put it, the southern 
boundary of the north.

Allowing that two-thirds 
ot these will be strangers, and that they 
will spend an average of three cays in 
Atlanta, it would make an average of about 
75,000 strangers in the city during the en- 
tire time. As the population is about 11b,- 
000, it can readily be seen that this num- 
ber cannot be accommodated unless they 
put the pecple to sleep and stand them 
up around the walls about three dcep, They 
are aoing their utmost to increase the street 
car facilities, but the indications are they 
will not be adequate.

“The Onio building ‘will do our state 
credit.

Money Pledged to Pay for a State 
Display at Atlanta. 


New Orleans, La., August 16.—(Special.)— 
A meeting was held at the New (Orleans 
cotton exchange today for the purpose of 
arranging for a Louisiana state exhibit at 
the Atlanta exposition. The meeting was 
called to order by Governor Foster, who 
came from Baton Rouge to attend it. Kep- 
resentatives were present from all the com- 
mercial and other exchanges of New Or- 
leans. 

Governor Foster spoke strongiy in favor 
of having the state well represented. The 
legislature has instructed that a state ex- 
hibit be made, but the appropriation to car- 
ry it.through could not be passed in time.

The members of the com- 
mittees pledged the amount asked for, and 
said there would be little difficulty in 
raising it, 

There is already the nucleus of a hand- 
some exhibit in-the collection of the 
state experiment station. The cot- 
ton exchange and the sugar and rice ex- 
change will make special displays of their 
own, which, however, will be exhibited 
along with and as a part of the state ex- 
hibit. The whole will be under the charge 
of A. V. Carter, state commissioner of 
agriculture.

Colorado Springs, Col., August 16.—A 
great deal of interest is being manifested 
in the proposed bull fights at Gillette Au- 
gust 24th, 25th and 26th.

The Union Passed HKesolutions Yesterday 
Afternoon Condemning the Fights 
by Bulls witn Padded Horns. 


The discourager of bull fights, W. Hosea 
Ballou, may. take heart. 

Accessions to his cause are being made 
every day. Every day a word of encour- 
agement, a strong letter of indorsement 
or news of a new recruit finds its way to 
his ear. 

Yesterday the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union of this city indorsed his posi- 
tlon. The Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union went on record as being opposed to 
buil fights. 

The ten days’ silence of Colonel Ballou 
has excited grave alarm. Many fear that 
bre has given up the fight, but the recruits 
to his cause are no numerous and 30 
strong as to give him every reason to 
cheer up. 

The temperance sentiment of Atlanta is 
opposed to bull fights at the exposition. 

A conference meeting of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union was held in 
the lecture room ofr Trinity Methodist 
church day before yesterday. 

Flans were formulated for a brilliant ex- 
hibit at the Cottcn States and International 
exposition. The Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union booth will be headquarters 
persons interested in temperance 
and the uplifting of humanity. 

Resolutions were adopted uranimously in- 
in opposing the bull fight exhibit at the 
exposition. It was the general sentiment 
of the mecting that since the exposition 
was intended to be educational it would 
lewer the tone of that great enterprise to 
permit bull fights on the 
grounds. The tendency would be demoral- 
izing instead of wholesome and uplifting. 

In addition to these resolutions others 
were adopted by the meeting expressive of 
the deep irterest felt by the association in 
the hour for closing tre liquor saloons. 
The proposed extension, they claimed, in- 
volved the happiness of home and family 
and they claimed the right to express an 
opinion and protest against a movement 
to keep the barrooms open until 12 o'clock. 

They discussed the evils of extending the 
hcur beyond the hmit agreed upon in the 
corpromise between the two factions in the 
last prohibition fight; and took the position 
that if order was preserved with great dif- 
ficulty under the existing laws, it would 
be impossible to control the drinking ele- 
ment of the city’s population if the hours 
vere ePeended.

Already there are the exhibits of the state 
of Arkansuds, the American Cereal Company, 
the Christian Moerlein Brewing Company, 
the Standard Oil Company, the Seaboard 
Air-Line and the N. K. Fairbank Com- 
pany, the first five exhibits either being fin- 
ished or partially in place, 

The exhibit of the state of Arkansas is a 
most attractive one and consists of a dis- 
play of all the products of that state ar- 
ranged in a novel manner in the way of 
decoration, the natural colors of cotton, 
corn, oats, cotton seed, cotton seed hulls, 
etc., being used. In the spaces between the 
windows of this exhibit will be placed heads 
of the varieties of live stock of the state 
deftly worked in the above cereals and 
seeds in the most lifelike proportions. Bunt- 


ing festooned all around the limits and on ; 


the ceiling of the exhibit will make a dis- 
play most attractive. 

There will also be offices and reception 
rooms for the accommodation of sightseers 
and the space utilized will be 94x80 feet. 

Grasses Will also be used in the above ex- 
hibit in great profusion intertwined among 
the columns and on the ceiling. 

Just beside the Arkansas exhibit is the 
one of the Christian Moerlein Brewing Com- 
pany, It is the same used at the world’s 
fair, and will be one of the most artistic af- 
fairs in the building. The exhibit consists of 
a pagoda-shaped building, the front of 
which is ornamented by a Greek arch, 
richly frescoed in gilt and brilliant color- 
ings. 

The exhibit of the American Cereal Com- 
pany is also quite attractive, it being a 
Russian Kiosk, surmounted at one end by 
the figure of a huge brown bear, and at the 
other by a windmill 

Right beside the southern entrance to the 
building stands the little circular building 
to be used for the Standard Oil Company, 
quaint and richly frescoed in a variety of 
bright colors. Its interior is gracefully 
hung in pale blué, which greatly adds to 
the general effect of the building. 

The Seaboard Air-Line exhibit will be one 
of the most imposing in the entire building. 
It will cover a space of thirty-seven hun- 
dred square feet and will have two en- 
trances in the shape of handsome arches, 
one of North Carolina brown stone and the 
other of Georgia granite, presenting’ a mas- 
sive effect and greatly enhancing the beauty 
of the exhibit. The exhibits will consist of 
the products hauled by the Seaboard be- 
tween Atlanta and Portsmouth, Va., such as 
fruits, vegetables, etc. There will also be 
offices and reception rooms finished in high- 
ly polished woods. 

Several new exhibits have been received 
at the government building and are being 
put into place. 

Dr. F. W. Clarke is putting the exhibit of 
the interior department in place and will 


superintend that part of the governments 


display.

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WASHED BY THE RAIN 


Much Damage Done at the Exposition 
Grounds by the Floods. 


THE TERRACES WERE BADLY WASHED 


A Freight Train Water Bound Inside the 
Grounds— Will Take Several Days 
To Repair the Oamage-. 


The handsome landscape work at the 
exposition grounds has been considerably 
damaged by the floods of rain that fell 
‘night before last. 

Yesterday the workmen were busily en- 
gaged repairing the broken places in the 
terraces and filling in the washouts caused 
by the heavy wind and rain. 

Almost at eveny turn evidences of the 
damage were seen and in many places 
the work of repairing could not be car- 
ried on yesterday for the heavy rain that 
fell all through the afternoon. 

The large sewer that drains the plaza 
broke loose on Friday evening and the 
water rushed into Clara Meer in torrents; 
as a consequence yesterday the lake was 
some four or five inches higher than its 
usual depth and muoh discolored by the 
muddy influx it had received the night be- 
fore. 

in breaking through its outlet the sewer 
carried in its wake fully fifteen feet of 
the terrace to the right of the stairway 
leading to the lake at the southwester@ 
end of the plaza, and yesterday the work- 
men were filling in the washout with earth 
and endeavoring to make a job secure 
ugainst future washouts, 

The gatehouse at the north end of the 
Georgia manufacturers’ building at the 
entrance from the Boulevard was picked 
up by the rushing waters and carried a 
distance of fully fifteen feet and the ticket 
box was some distance further away. 

It was reported that a freight engine 
of the Southern Railway Company was 
compelled to be kept in the grounds all 
night for the reason that the waters had 
washed the earth from under the trestle 
work and the engineer was afraid to at- 
tempt to run to the main track outside 
the grounds. Yesterday morning the track 
was braced and the work of hauling in the 
freight was carried on without difficulty. 

The terraces on the north of the plaza 
immediately opposite the fine arts. and 
government buildings were not damaged 
at all, and with the exception of being 
thoroughly saturated with water the plaza 
was not affected. The grass looks as fresh 
and green as rain could make it, but the 
air of general desolation that overspread 
the grounds yesterday was disheartening. 

Over on the Midway the rain did some 
serious damage. A sea of mud nearly a 
foot in depth greatly annoyed the work- 
men and the hauling of heavy teams of 
material and exhibits was accomplished 
with much difficulty to man and beast. 

Nearly all of the fencé on the north of 
Cairo street was carried away by the rain 
of Friday night and lay half way down the 
bank of the mines and forestry building 
yesterday morning. 

All work on the exterior of buildings 
was practically suspended during yester- 
day for the reason that it rained almost 
continuously during the afternoon and 
the sun shone hardly long enough to ena- 
ble the workmen to remedy the damage of 
the night before. 

The tracks of the Consolidated at the 
Fourteenth street entrance to the grounds 
were almost entirely undermined and had 
to be braced up by extra ties early im the 
morning in order that the cars might move 
without danger of running off the tracks. 
All along Piedmont avenue there were nu- 
merous evidences of the havoc of the rain 
the night before and in several places ug- 
ly looking washouts were seen. 

Though the damage done in the grounds 
would seem at first glance to be of a very 
serious nature, it is thought that were the 
weather good and with a few days of 
bright sunshine, the work of repairing 
could be pushed forward with much satis- 
faction and former weaknesses in the ter- 
races be avoided. 


THE JAPANESE MEMORY. 


We Have Nothing Like It in These 
Western Regions. 
Tokio Letter in Chicago Times-Herald. 

The Japanese memory is one of the won- 
ders of the country. For example, it is the 
custom to number the houses on a street 
in what you may call their chronological 
order, instead of their sequence; that is, 
in the order of their erection, so that No. 
11 may join 999 on one side and No. 70 on 
the other. No. 1 may be three miles from 
No. 2 and No. 10 midway between them. 
In the city of Tokio there are 1,330 streets, 
and by the latest census 318,320 houses, 
wh-cg are divided into fifteen ku, or 
wards. When a street passes through 
more than one ward the houses are num- 
bered independently, so there may be five 
or six numbered 20 and eight or ten num- 
bered 2—perhaps imfles apart. | .There- 
fore when a stranger sets out to find No. 
217 Motomara Machi, which is the name 
of the street, and Azubu, the name of the 
ward, in which our friend, Tsuda Sen, 
who was a commissioner to the Chicago 
exposition, lives, he might as well look 
for a needle in a haystack, 

After hunting for three or four hours 
and finding seveh or eight houses with the 
same number on the street six or eight 
miles apart, he will sit down in the near- 
est tea house and cry or curse, as the 
case may be, until he gets cooled off. Then 
he will hire a jinrikisha man, write the ad- 
dress on a piece of paper, and go whirling 
up and down streets and alleys, around 
corners and through short outs until he 
is landed at the proper place without the 
Slightest physical, mental or moral dam- 
age. 

The jinrikisha men are coolies, without 
education or mental training. Most of 
them can read and write the names of 
streets and men and merchants and fac- 
tories. They know the location and the 
number of every one of the 318,320 houses 
in Tokio and the name of almost every 
one of the 1,500,000 inhabitants. They are 
very séldom puzzled to find an address, 
even though it may be given. incorrectly, 
and if you will tell them accurately where 
you want to go they will take you without 
the slightest delay or hesitation. 

The same phenomenal memory appears 
in other classes of the people, and you 
have to be careful about telling a Japanese 
gentleman the same story twice. This is 
the result of centuries of training: But 
the reasoning powers have had no such er- 
ercise. 


Should He Appoint a Republican?

The death of Mr. Justice Jackson raises 
the question whether Mr. Cleveland is un- 
der any moral obligation to appoint a re- 
publican to fill the vacancy, inasmuch as 
Judge Jackson, a democrat, owed his seat

‘Blatchford he had alréady appointed three 
republicans to the Bench, namely: Justice 
Brewer in 1888, Justice Brown in 1391 and 
Justice Shiras in 1892.

A Bos Line Will Be Run Between the 
Exposition Baildings. 


MR, AMOROUS MAKES A SUGGESTION | 


en rn 


And It Is Immediately Adopted by the 
Buildings and Grounds Commit- 
teeo—How They Will Run. 


The question of transportation between 
the buildings within the exposition grounds 
has been solved. 

There will be no intramural railway, no 
rolling chairs, no sedan chairs, but a 
plank road, over which handsome buses will 
carry the crowd. 

This was decided upon by the buildings 
and grounds committees at a meeting yester- 
day afternoon. The suggestion was made 
by Mr. Martin F. Amorous and at once 
struck the members of the committee as 
the best solution of the problem which has 
been giving them a great deal of trowble. 

The history of the intramural railway 
A half-dozen op- 
tions have been granted and all have ex- 
pired before those who had them complied 
with the terms. The last option was can- 
celled by President Collier two weeks 
ago. At that time Mr. Clark Howell and 
ether members of the executive board 
urged upon the authorities the necessity 
of having some means provided for carry- 
ing the people from building to building 
inside the grounds. Mr. Howell urged 
that the ladies who would visit the exposi- 
tion could not stand the fatigue of walking 
back and forth between the buildings and 
that it was imperative that some arrange- 
ment for transportation be made. On his 
motion the matter was referred to the con- 
cessions committee with instructions that 
4t take up the question and provide some 
system of intramural transportation. This 
committee found that there was no pos- 
sibility of securing an intramural railroad 
and so reported to the executive commit- 
tee. 

Then the inventive genius of Mr. ‘Amorous 
made itself felt. 

“I suggest,’’ said he, “a wooden road, 
running entirely around the grounds and 
touching at all the ‘buildings. ‘Buses and 
herdics could be run over it and it would 
be the most satisfactory method of trans- 
portation that could be arranged. It could 
be had as cheaply, or cheaper, than any 
Other style of transportation.”’ 

The idea pleased all who heard it elabo- 
rated by Mr. Amorous. A special meeting 
of the grounds and buildings committee 
was called to decide as to its practicability 
and desirability. The idea grew so rapidly 
that one or two bids for the concession to 
run the line were made. 

Mr. Amorous attended the meeting of the 
buildings and grounds committee yesterday 
afternoon and elucidated his plan. He 
thought it the very best solution of the 
question. The members of the committee 
agreed with him and that system was 
adopted. 

The route for such a line as Mr. Amorous 
Suggested was laid out and the right ef 
way given. The line will start in front 
of the main entrance at Wilson avenue. 
It will run southward, pass on the front or 
eastern side of the agricultural building, 
funning along the driveway between the 
WotAsusk Visage Uliu Ciara Meer, along 
between the machinery, Georgia 
manufacturers, transportation, elec- 
tricity and government buildings and 
the lake, returning to the main entrance. 
There will be a loop running from the 
main entrance pagt the fine arts, the gov- 
ernment, Alabama and Plant buildings. 

The plank roadWay for the vehicles will 
be eighteen feet wide. The plank founda- 
tion will be sunk to a level with the sur- 
face of the paving, The gervice wagons on 
the grounds wll use the same roadway. 
Vehicles will not be allowed on any other 
portion of the grounds. 

A meeting of the concessions committee 
has een called for 12 o'clock today to 
take up the matter. It is expected that 
there will be one or two bids for the con-

Filled in Time for the Opening

Another week must pass before water is 
again turned into Clara Meer. 

This is the latest announcement given out 
by the exposition officials, and it means that 
when the exposition opcns the lake will not 
be filled. 

The lake will be one of the mose interest- 
ing and enjoyable features of the entire 
show; with its variety of beautiful sur- 
roundings, electrical display and pictur- 
esque crafts gliding upon its placid wa- 
ters, and it would be a sore disappoint- 
ment to the thousands who attend the 
opening exercises if they are prevented 
from admiring its_peautiful proportions and 
enjoying its many inducements, 

There is certainly no ore feature taken 
individually that plays so prominent a part 
in the adornment of the grounds, situated 
as it is, and all exertion should be expend- 
ed in having it ready by the time originally 
intended. Situated between the plaza, with 
its parks of emerald and graceful terraces, 
and the picturesque building of minerals 
and forestry, with its sheathing of gray 
bark and intertwinings of vines on the 
south,and on the north between the impos- 
ing woman’s building, with its dome of 
white and lines of grace, and the dainty 
village of the Japanese and transportation 
building, the lake shores dotted with 
@ variety of architectural conceptions form- 
ing a frame for its shimmering waters that 
could never bé forgotten, it will be a thing 
of beauty and a joy forever. 

Wniless the work of placing the adjust- 
ments for the fountain in the south end is 
pushed with more rapidity, this effect will 
mot be realized until late in the exposition, 
and many who come to Atlanta expecting 
the sight will be compelled to leave unsatis- 
fled. ? 

Three weeks ago last night the water run- 
ning into the lake was cut off in order that 
the work of erecting the electric fountain 
and making connections with machinery 
hall might proceed. Simce then néarly ev- 
ery obstacle seems to have arisen to re- 
tard the work, and the electric fountain 


remains unfinished and the water tuned off 


with no probability of its being turned into 
the lake for some days, and, from the pres- 
ent outlook, for weeks, 

The workmen engaged in laying the in- 
take pipe of the electric fountain trom ma- 
chinery hall met their first setback when 
they cut through the Piedmont avenue sew- 
er opposite the building, and the work had 
to be stopped to repair the sewer. Next 
in order of interruption came the heavy 
rain Thursday night, which caused the wa- 
ter to rise four feet above the intake pipe, 
and in order that the woxk may now be 
done this water must be pumped out. 


This cannot be done and the water turn-: 


ed again into the lake in less than a.week, 
and perhaps longer, As a consequence the 
lake bids fair to be filled after the exposi- 
tion has been started, and the people dis- 
appointed. Promises have been made from 
day to day that the water would be turned 
on, but each time the work on the electric 
fountain has prevented this or some obsta- 
cle has been thrown in.the way. 

It is certainly to be ‘hoped that those 
having the thing in charge w.ll use all pos- 
sible endeavors to accomplish the work as 
soon as possible in order that the crowds 
may not be disappointed. 


The Mora Claim Against Spain. 
From The Chicago Times-Herald. 

To pay or not to pay seems to be the 
question about the now far-famed Mora 
claims against the Spanish government. 
One day we hear they are to be paid on 
the nail, and another day we hear that 
there is some delay about it, and so it goes. 

The New York Herald has just published 
an extended interview with Perry Belmont, 
our minister to Madrid in Cleveland’s first 
administration, in which the history ef 
the claim is recited and the various obsta- 
cles in the way of its payment set forth. 

The claim originated in the confiscation 
of Cuban estates by the Spanish authorities 
during the Cuban revolt of 1868, Mora, or 
the Moras, owned large estates in the is- 
land, which were confiscated because of 
the support given by the family to the in- 
surgents. 

Mora, the head of the family, put in the 
plea that he was at the time a citizen of 
the United States, and therefore his estate 
could not be confiscated, and on this conten- 
tion the final adjudication turned. The 
proofs of naturalization in the United 
States seem to have been sufficient to sat- 
isfy an international commission, to which 
the matter was referred, and the sum ad- 
judicated as damages—$1,500,000—was in- 
serted by the Spanish government in the 
Cuban budget of 1887 to pay the claim. 

But the cortes refused to appropriate the 
money, and so it went unpaid, precisely as 
congress has repeatedly refused to appro- 
priate money to pay claims against the 
United States that the government has ac- 
knowledged should be paid. So there it is. 

Undoubtedly we can compel Spain to pay 
this debt, for we can levy an execution on 
Cuba, just as Great Brttain did on Nicara- 
gua a few months ago. 

Possibly th*®*is What should have been 
done in th® irst place, but after these 
years, when the clratms themsetves have 
grown Stale and for thé most part passed 
into the hands of speculators and sharks, 
it does not look as°?f dyastic measures 
were demanded.  WWtVertheless, the matter 
should be séttled and the account closed.

And Then Young Wesley Bagwell Is Al- 
lowed to Go Free. 


CHARGES AGAINST HIM WITHDRAWN 


He Leaves the Police Station with His Sis- 
ter, Who Came Down for Him. 
Glad to Be Released. 


After heing detained in the police sta. 
tion for just nire days, Wesley Bagwell, 
the young white boy charged with steai- 
ing a buggy from John M. Smith, and held 
en &@& warrant from Judge TEloodworth's 
court, was givon his liberty yesterday 
afternoon. 

Bince his cdpfirement at jthe staticn 
house, Bagwell has established for him- 
self quite a record as a would-be suicider, 
and the fact that Bagwell is alive today 
is due only to the vigilance that the turn- 
Keys have xerciseid in preventing the boy 
from killing tin-self. He has been rest- 
less, nervous and at times Cesperate, 
Walking back and forth the length of his 
cell, he has had the appearance of an 
ingane person. His clothing had been 
torn from him entirely and as fast as new 
clothing was supplied it would be torn 
4nto shreds. 

Dally since his incarceration had the 
court of Justice of the Peace Bloodworth 
been notified that the boy was ready to 
be carried for trial as soon as un order 
was received from that court. In this 
manner just nine days have passed, and 
the young man has been detained without 
a hearing. Yesterday afternoon a note 
was received by the station housekeeper 
signed by Judge Bloodworth, saying that 
the prosecution had decided to withdraw 
the warrants. 

The sister of the boy was at the sta- 
tion house yesterday and she stated that 
her brother had never been of real sound 
mind. Though at times he is perfectly 
sane, he really is not, and the fact that 
he has been accused of stealing buggies 
and wagons, it is not thought that he 
Was responsible for what he had 
He would fancy that all vehicles were his 
property, and he did not hesitate t ap- 
propriate them. But in every case, it 
is said, that after the wagons were taken, 
he would make no effort to get away with 
them and did not attempt .to conceal his 
guilt. 

In substantiation of his sister's story, the 
conduct of the boy while he was confined 
in tne cell at the station house goes to 
show that he is of unsound mind. His at- 
tempts at self-destruction prove that he 
is not responsible for his strange actions. 
Three different times he did all in his 
power to strangle himself with toweis 
and pieces of clothing. One time he al- 
most succeded in his attempt, and had it 
not been that he was detected just at the 
right time, he would have been dead in 
a few minutes. 

His sister said that her brother had been 
ill for some time previous to his arrest, 
and that he was in no condition for the 
confinement that he- has received since he 
was placed in the cell at the station 
house. The young man has an intelligent 
look.

has-been learned of the 


true condition of the unfortunate boy, it | 


seems that the act of the court authorities 
in dismissing tne case that was against 
him was an act of humanity. He was 
rejoiced to know that he had been given 
his liberty, and in company with his faith- 
ful sister he left the station house. The 
pair went to their home in the outskirts 
of the city. 

It has been said that medical attention 
will be given the young boy.

S'X INCHES OF RAIN THIS MONTH 


The Normal Rainfall Has Already Been 
Exceeded—Indications Point to 
Dry Weatbder in September. 


Tte heavy rainfall of the last few days 
has diminished the likelihood of bad 
weather during the exp sition. 

Atlanta is an inch and a half ahead on 
rain. 

Bright, clear skies will overarch the 
grcunds and the people who flock to At- 
lenta this fall to witness the splendid ag- 
gregation of products, representing the 
world’s progress in all departments of 
thought and labor, will have the pleasure 
of secing all these sights without the us- 
ual discomfitures of rain ana mud, 

Of course, the weath. r is a curious thing 
and this flattering prospect may not be 
fully realized; but if the present indica- 
tions hold good the water supply of the 
upper regions will be exhausted before the 
gates of the exposition are thrown open. 

For nearly two weeks the rain has been 
falling steadily. During the last few days 
the abundance of rain in this locality has 
been unprecedented. 

Six Inches of Rain Tais Month. 

A reporter for The Constitution called 
at the weather bureau yesterday afternoon 
for the purposes of ascertaining the extent 
of the rain as compared with the normal 
rainfall for the year. 

Since the Ist of January the rains in this 
lecality have exceeded the normal rainfall 
by nearly an inch and a half. 

The normal rainfall for the 
Avgust is something over fcur inches. 
Against this the actual rainfall already 
measured for the month is six inches and 
the month is only half advanced. 

The month of August will go upon record 
as one of the rainiest months ever known in 
this section of the state. The likelihood 
of rain is still good and the clouds will 
no doubt continue to drip for several days. 

The storm is still central in the neighbor- 
hood of New Orleans and the indications 
from the zulf on the south and from the 
Atlantic ocean on the east are still good 
for continuous showers during the month. 

The heaviest rainfall) reported from any 
of the stations fell here day before yes- 
terday. Fer the twenty-four hours ending 
at 7 o'clock yesterday morning nearly three 
inches of rain were measured. 

No serious damage resultirg from these 
heavy showers was reported at the weath- 
e; bureau yesterday, 

The effect of the rain upon the crops is 
beneficial to corn, but very injurious to 
cotton.
